WASHINGTON LETTER. 


I 


(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, April 1, 1901. 

President McKinley is delighted with the 
reoent news from the Philippines, includ- 
ing the gallant and daring capture of Agul- 
naldo, oy Gen. Fred Funston and the con- 
tinued surrender of Filipino ofilcers and 
men as well ns the rapid progress of the 
establishing of civil government in the va- 
rious provinces by the Taft commission. 
It looks as though peace and prosperity 
were ahead of the Philippines, and that 
both would oome much somer than tho 
most sanguine would have predicted a few 
weeks ago. President McKinley promptly 
assured Senator Burton and Representa- 
tives Curtis and Long, of Kansas, that Gen. 
Kunston’s good work should bo rewarded, 
and as promptly mnde him a Brigadier 
General in the regular army, although that 
notion on the part of the President did not 
meet tiie approval of some of the army fos- 
sils who say that Gen. Funston Is too young 
to be a Brigadier -General in the regular ar- 
my— he Is only 35. The answer to that ar- 
gument is that b'unston earned his commis- 
sion as Brigadier General of Volunteers by 
his bravery aud gallantry, and that now he 
lias earned n similar commission as a regu- 
lar; what u man is old enough to earn, he 
is old enough to huve. To properly reward 
him was to encourage future Funstons to 
perform gallant deeds when the occasion 
for them arises. 

Much clup-trap has been sent from Wash- 
ington about the President and Cabinet 
worrying over what shall he done with 
Aguitmldo. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. There bus been no worry 
and no occasion for any. Aguitmldo is a 
prisoner of war aud us such is likely to re- 
ceive tiie same kind treatment given others 
from time to time captured. Whether he 
will be allowed to recover his liberty by 
taking the oath of allegiance to tiie U. S. or 
will be kept in confinement in the Philip- 
pines or elsewhere, will depend largely up- 
on future recommendations, made by our 
military authorities in ihe Philippines, and 
those recommendations will doubtless be 
inlluenced by tiie attitude of Aguitmldo 
himself toward American rule ou ill e is- 
lands. There is nothing in the situation to 
cause any worry in Washington, or else- 
where. 

Tiie insinuation that the President und 
Secretary Root were not disposed to give 
Gen. Funston proper credit for capturing 
Aguitmldo, is fully answered by Funston 's 
promotion, und by tbe following cablegram 
sent to Gen. MuoArthur. by Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbiu: “ I’he President instructs mo 
to express his high appreciation of the gal- 
lant conduct of Gen. Funston and of tiie 
olllcors and men of tiie army and navy en- 
gaged with him iu tiie Palauan expedition. 
The Secretary of Wur personally joins iu 
this expression.” 

It is very confidently expected by the 
President and Secretary Root that tiie im- 
proved conditions in the Philippines will 
make it unnecessary to recruit tiie army to 
the full strength authorized by Congress. 
No orders will be issued to stop Hie re- 
cruiting until Gen. MaoArthur und the 
Taft commission have been fully lnutd 
from, but both the President uud the Sec- 
retary of War are fully determined that no 
more men si all be recruited thuii are con 
sidered absolutely necessary to meet the 
conditions, aud both will be extremely 
gratified it the total of the army can be 
kept far below tiie maximum (ixed by Con- 
gress. Neither wishes for a lurge army un- 
less it is necessary. 

Judge Boyd, of N. C., former assistant 
Attorney General, who was in Washington 
when the news ot tiie collapse ot the at- 
tempt to impeach the judges of tiie Supreme 
Cmirt of hi* stut'- was received Sneaking 
o' (he matter. Judge Boyd said: “There 
c u id i uve been ■> other honest verdict. 
'J .eie uu- in- vei iny ground of impeach- 
ment in ne iii-i lace, but the places of the 
jn 'ge* ihiv waned, ami it was thought 
tl' : ii they c<*ii|. | it - ousted by impeachment 
P c •• o.iui-. W . it seems strange to me is 
tl. it tiie n i h ilul iot attract more atten- 
ti 'i H there ha i been an impeachment of 
judges wf auj o..*or state in the Union, 
there would huve been columns of tiie sto- 
ry printed with pictures of tiie judges, of 
tiie senators who formed tho court, and of 
tiie principal lawyers iu tiie case. There 
were many interesting aud even dramutie 
f» a uics iu tiie trial.” 

The entire exhibit of the Post Ofiioe de 
pertinent, which will bo tiie largest and 
most complete ever shown . nywhere, for 
tiie Pau American Exposition lias been 
shipped to Buffalo. 

Mr. C. B. Orcutt, of Elizabeth. N. J„ 
President of the Newport News (Va ) Ship 
Building Company, who is iu Washington 
for the purpose of signing a contract with 
the Navy department tor constructing tiie 
Charleston, which is to replace tiie cruiser 
of that name wrecked in the Philippines, 
speaking of tiie great prosperity of tiie 
ship-building industry, said: “The total 
ships under construction in our yards will 
represent a cost of uearly $28,000,000 when 
completed. About one third of this is mer- 
chant work, and tiie other two ure for the 
government. The Korea, building for the 
Pacific Muil Co., whioh was recently suc- 
cessfully launched, is the lurgest merchant 
vessel ever constructed In this country. 
Her sister ship, the Siberia, should be 
ready for launching in about two months. 
The ships we now have under construction 
are tho battleships Illinois and Missouri, 
one sheathed buttleship, two armored 
cruisers, one protected cruiser and the 
monitor Arkunsas. Iu udditiou to the two 
Pacific mail steamers, we are building four 
steamers for tiie Morgan liue. We uro now 
employing (i,800 men, and before many 
days we shall have 7,000 ou the rolls.”

The meeting of the board of aldermen 
Inst Monday night was the most interest- 
ing session of the year, and Aldermen 
Brown, Chesley, Ensign, Fisher, Hubbard, 
Hutchinson, Lothrop, Lowe, Lytnan, 
Mullen, Norris, Pond, Pnlsifer, Saltonstall, 
Stickney, Trowbridge, Weed and Weldon, 
were present with President Bally in the 
ohalr. 

A hearing was Immediately nnnonnoerl 
upon the mntter of school accommodations 
at Auburndulo. 

Mr. Geo. M. Fisko was the first speaker, 
and said in subslanoi that the Williams 
school building was is years old, and on a 
narrow lot, surrounded by trees on private 
property which shut off the light. A high 
gravel bank at the ro ar, which would have to 
bo seized for the proposed addition, entail- 
a law suit, and expense for removal of 
gravel. It is located on the extreme out- 
skirts of the village whiuh lias already 
sutTered from the original mistake in 
placing it there. There are 150 houses in 
the d. strict nearer the Williams school as 
aguinst 400 nearer the Ash street lot. In 
the last 10 years about 34 houses have been 
erected in the Williams district to 140 in 
tiie Ash street district. It would empha- 
size the original mistake to add to the Wil- 
liams building and the four new rooms 
would be immediately filled, with uo al- 
lowance for future growth. 

The Ash street lot is umple, with plenty 
of light, air, and room for playgrounds, 
and its prominent location will add to the 
looks of the village. Mr. Fiske submitted 
figures comparing Newton Centre with 
Auburndale and while willing to concede 
a building to Newton Centre, objeoted to 
doing so, with a temporary makeshift for 
Auburndale. 

As to the financial question Mr. Fiske 
argued that the recommendation of the 
committee was practically S35,(XX), and sub- 
mitted letters from architects giving 
figures of £40,000 to $48,000 for a new 8 
room building, and concluded by asking 
the board for well 11 structure. 

Mr. Frederick Johnson did not believe it 
economy to throw $.>0,000 away on an old 
building, for a few years only, and quoted 
Mr. E. B. Haskell as advocating a delay if 
it was impossible to have a new building 
at the present time. 

Mr 11. L. Bridgman said he was person* 
ally interested as the proposed addition 
would ulTect his property, but aside from 
that he believed the financial question to 
be the only one under consideration. Mr. 
Fiske’s figures are conclusive, ami the 
lieulth of the children is an important fac- 
tor. He believed tliut the proposed addi- 
tion to the Williams school would be a 
’’clironio” for Auburndale, while other dis 
tricts were receiving oil paintings. He 
thought it economy for oity to iucur the 
expense of a new building now, and that 
justice demanded that the children should 
mve good light, fixtures, teachers and sur- 
roundings. 

Dr. E. E. Strong endorsed Mr. Fiske’s 
arguments. 

Dr. S. W. Dike believed the arguments 
were conclusive in fuvor of a new bulldmu 
on the north side. 

Mr. F. M. Tiler was in favor of the 
north side, und called attention to Uie 
architectural effect ol the purposed addi- 
tion. 

A letter from Geo. W. Blodgett in favor 
of the proposed addition was read by tue 
clerk. 

Air. J. F. Ryder believed it a mutter of 
justice to Auourndttle lo build u new sellout 
011 Asb street, and called attention lo the 
time tukeu by children in going to and 
from school. 

Mr. W. K. Chandler believed it a hard- 
ship for ejmdren to walk to the >\ iliiauis 
school. 

Mr. P. A. McVicar thought it unwise to 
spend money on the Williams school. 

ill reply to questions Horn Alderman 
llutcliuisou Mr. Fiske stated that tie did 
uot know tue seating capacity oi the Au- 
burudale schools, that he believed the Wil- 
liams school building lo be lu luirly good 
condition; thui ne did not know positively 
ol uuy children debarred irom school 011 
uououut ot lack ot accommodations ; that 
he was aware that the school board hud 
uot asked lor a new building, utul that he 
believed the hearing represented UlUlus ol 
the feeling ol Auburnduie. 

Alderman Hutchinson then suid tliut it 
wus Uie purpose ot the commence comm t- 
lee to provide school accommodations 111 
every district us lust us possible, and the 
only question wus us to the immediate 
needs, and asked Mr, Fiske it Auburndale 
would be jusiihed 111 asking lor u new 
building, beiore olner districts with great- 
er necessities hud been rel.eved. Mr. Fiske 
replied that Auburndale should uot deny 
other Ulsirlcls but its needs ure greut, utid 
the proposed uuditiou will only meet im- 
mediate ueeds. lie made 110 deimite reply 
to the question of Alderuiuu liuluiiinsuii 
inquiring whether Auburndale would 
ruiucr wuit u yeui or so lor a new building. 

W. K. Chandler and J. F. Ryder called 
atteiuiun to fact taut chit irmi were not 
promoted 011 account ot luck ol room. 

Mr. F. E. Mor&e believed it a sound 
business proposition to give Auburuduie a 
now school. 

Alderuiuu ilutchinsou stated that the 
committee bad endeavored to bundle the 
uiiuiei in a business w ay and recognize the 
needs of Auburndale. But lucis uml fig- 
urea in possession ol the committee show 
thui the ueeds ol other districts arc more 
pressing. 

Mr. A. 1. Gordon thought the Ash street 
school over crowded. 

Alum man Fisher stated tliut there were 
7U seats vacant ill the Williams building 
uud -Min the Ash street building uud usked 
Mr. Fiske where the children were coming 
from to immediately fill the proposed ad- 
dition of lour rooms. 

Mr. Bridguiuu und Mr. Fiske called atten- 
tion to the illegal use of u room in the 3rd 
lluor of the Asli street building, uud Alder- 
man Fisher said that this room was only 
used occusiuuully lor recitation purposes. 

Mr. Wm. Fuller said the Ash street build 
lug wus unsuitable lur school purposes. 

At 11 07 o’clock the heuriug was closed 
uud all pai>ers relating to the matter wus re- 
lened lu tue public property cjiumitiuo.

BOYLSTON STREET LOCATION. 

Alderman Baily’s motion to suspend the 
rules to allow of a second reconsideration 
of the order granting a location on Boylston 
street to tiie Boston Sc Worcester Street 
Bailway Company was adopted, after he 
had stated that bis purpose wus to suggest 
an amendment modifying Section (’>, so as 
to relieve the company from constructing 
the tnocadam surface of the roadways.

plicants entitled herein sufficient to take 
ail the funds arising from this trust, in that 
event, loans may be made to other parties 
without restriction of the rate of interest, 
but shall be secured by first mortgages on 
improved real estate.” 

In case of issue from one child, only half 
the property is left to the city. In the 
first case (no issue from either child) the 
principal is to accumulate until it reaches 
the sum of one million dollars, in tho other 
case, (issue from one child) until it reaches 
the sum of five bundled thousand dollars, 
which“shull remain a permanent fund, to he 
loaned as herein before directed, the income 
from which it is my will I direct Khali be 
distributed and given to the deserving poor 
of Newton, who are not inmates of alms- 
houses. If the amount received from said 
fund should be more than, is required to 


pply the Actual necessities of said out- 
side poor, I direct the surplus to be paid 
for the benefit of the poor and needy sick 
inmates of hospitals within the limits of 
the cities of Newton and Boston.” 

Provision is made for disposal of the pro- 
perty iu case of refusal of the city to ac- 
cept the trust. 

The property is reported as being inven 
toried at $350,000. We are also informed 
that Mr. Murdock and Mr. Cousens will 
not uccept the positions of trustees.

State House Letter. 


(Special to tlie Graphic.) 

Huston, April 3. 

The House has adopted un order for 1 
o’clock sessions every day, aud in u few 
<luys will be holding morning sessions. 
June 6th is the earliest date set by anybody 
uoquuinted with the subject fur proroga- 
tion, excepting perhups Speaker Myers, 
who would prububly put the time u week 
«ar)ier. 

The metropolitau committee hus a num- 
ber of very important meusures before it 
upou which it is more likely to report 
favorably than on tho compensation bills 
referred to, which ure so strongly opposed 
by Newton uud other cities aud towus iu 
the district. Due of the mutters which 
has oome up to Heacou Hill with a backing 
fur beyond anything it has before hud, will 
be considered by both the metropolitan und 
liurbor uud laud committees, It provides 
for a special commission to cxumiiie us to 
the desirability of a dam between Hostou 
uud Cambridge neur Cruigie bridge. The 
idea is to muke u uiuguiliceiit wutur park 
above the bridge, which shull rival any- 
thing of this eburuoter iu any city of the 
world. Hut there ure serious questioua in- 
volved iu u consideration of this subject, 
Of course the fact will not be overlooked 
that the stute board of health uud the 
metropolitan park commissioners huve al- 
ready recommeuded that tills dum be built. 
Two or three years since u special report 
was asked upou the subject from the har- 
bor and luud commissioners, uud they re- 
ported against the feasibility of the pro- 
ject. 

What is now asked is that a commission 
to consist of the chairmau of the harbor 


and land commission, who Is lion. Wood- 
ward Emery of Cambridge; the chairman 
of the state board of health, who is Dr. II. 

P. Walcott of Cambridge; the ohairman of 
tho sower board, (which by the way has 
been merged Into the metropolitan water 
hoard, thus superseding Hon. James A. 
Halley), who is Hon. Henry II. Sprague of 
Hostou ; and the chairman of the Metropol- 
itan pur k commission, lion. W. H. De Las 
Cams of Maiden, constitute tills special 
committee. it will be observed that two 
ot these commissioners are Cambridge men 
and that one of them, Mr. Sprague, ropre 
souls the Hack Hay of Hoston, which is 
strongly opposed to this question. Mr. 
Las Casas, as lias been stated, has already 
in his capacity as a park commissioner 
recommended this movement. 

Now Cambridge, for various reasons, de- 
sires this dam, it could not help being of 
imim nse value in tho developpient of the 
vicinity of the new Cambridge esplanade. 

It piolmbly enhances the value of pro- 
perty all about Cambridge. Had Mr. Hailey 
continued to bo chairman of tho sewer 
board, the commission would have been 
unanimous for this dam from tho nature ot 
flings, and its report would have been a 
f iregoue conclusion. It is assumed that it 
will cost §39*090 to make an investigation 
and report desired. 

Now, the serious issiib is whether it is 
realiy advantageous to Hostou io allow any 
such legislation as is asked to go through 
at tills time. Leaving out the opposition 
of the Rack Hay residents ot Hoston, it 
should not be overlooked that lln-re is a 
large United .States property at Watertown 
which might lead to a very strong opposi- 
tion on the part of the United States gov- 
ern. neat. in fuel the United States govern 
ment um veto ttie whole matter if it 
chooses to do so. Two or three years since 
there was a tacit agreement to drop the 
plans for toe dum across tiie river near 
Cruigie Hridge, und instead have it put 
near St. Mary’s street. Rut the Harvard 
boys opposed tliis, us it would spoil their 
three mile race course on the river, and 
now this element has joined forces with 
the reul estate aud other interests involved 
iu favor of the dam at Cruigie Hridge. Hut 
supposing the United States should refuse 
to agree to the dam, und on ttie other hand 
should say that if the Uuited States engin- 
eers had united tn condemning the scheme 
(or the reason that it would be useless to 
dredge out cliannels in Boston Harbor if 
tlie How of the Charles river, which can be 
depended upon to keep them clear is to be 
stopped. A $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 project 
of harbor improvements is said to hung in 
tlie balance to a great degree when this 
question is being discussed, aud a sound 
public policy would point to a postpone- 
ment ot this scheme, at least until the 
United States Senate has passed the river 
uud harbor bill, which will, it is hoped, 
next time us in tlm bill recently defeuted, 
make provision for tlie greut Broad Sound 
ohanuel. 

Before leaving tlie subject of improving 
Boston Harbor, it may oe remarked that 
there is considerable opposition on the part 
of the authorities to the plun for cutting 
down the appropriation for the new 
anchorage basin at Bird Island Flats from 
$1,000,000 as asked, to $250,000. The rea- 
son for tliis reduction is that it is assumed 
that not more than a quarter of a million 
dollars can be used this year. On ttie 
other huud, there is $600,000 now in tlie 
Commonwealth Flats Improvement Fund, 
which sum has been received for tlie sale 
of laud at South Boston, it is never a 
wise plan to allow so much money which 
ought to bo used for harbor improvements 
to remain where a raid upon it can be made 
for some other purpose. As the bill pend- 
ing provides that the money to pay for 
the anchorage basin shall come from this 
fund, it is fairly easy to see that it will be 
wise to pass the bill providing for the en- 
tire expenditure of $1,060,000 at this time. 

Mr. Dana’s committee, the judiciury 
wisely, as it seems to tlie writer, has re- 
ported against the bill to permit Sunday 
golf playing. On tlie day a hearing was 
given on tho golf question, another bill was 
advocated by the Rabbis of several of tlie 
Jewish temples in Huston. It is to provide 
that any person who conscientiously and 
religiously observes Saturday as the Sab- 
bath may pursue his usual vocation on ttie 
Lord’s day, provided he does not disturb 
otlrer people, Tliis latter bill lias been 
favorably reported by tlie committee. 

Today tlie House will take up the adverse 
report of the committee on railroads as to 
fares in the suourbun district of Hoston. 
This is the measure on which Mr. Hu lard 
is recorded as a dissenter.

House. Meanwhile, when President Soule 
looked the ground over to liud the proper 
men to serve on the senate end of the com- 
mittee if it wus appointed, the lawyers of 
prominence and ubility refused to uct with 
so short a time for study ot the question. 
The chances are that nothing more definite 
than the selection of a committee or other 
tribunal will be done this yeur.

State House Letter. 


(Special to the Graphic.) 

Bolton, April 10. j 

Another attempt will he made by the 
various committees to Ret nil their reports 
la today, but there will necessarily be Ini- 
partant exceptions oven now. One will be 
the street railway committee, which has j 
adopted the extremely wise policy of put- 
ting in its reports a few at a time so that 
the calendar may not be crowded with 
s reet railway matters all more or less de- 
pendent upon one another. 

Probably the matter of the greatest in- 
terest to the metropolitan district and to 
Newton as a part of that district, is the re* 
ply of the special apportionment commis- 
sion in regard to their reasons for making 
the apportionment of the tax for metropoli- 
tan pnrks. This commission consists of 
Jlon, Charles Francis Adams of Weston, 
Thomas M, Stetson of New* Bedford and 
.John C. Hammond of Northampton. Mr. 
Adams was formerly a member of the park 
commission, and is, of course, very oonver 
sant with the whole subject. The reply of* 
this board ludlcates that its general plan < f 
distribution is not one which would prove 
just if it were a direct distribution of 
taxes. But this is not a method of taxa-

tiou; it is a method of distributing burdens, 
and the tax will be levic-d upon each tax- 
payer, The board among other things ex- 
plains that they found that the city of Bos- 
ton was, under the park act, only liable to 
BO per cent, of the tax. Upon auy theory 
which the commission might have adopted 
Boston would have had to pay 02 per cent , 
had not the park act prohibited this allot- 
ment. As a result the commission conclud- 
ed that if Boston was to be favored with 
this twelve per cent, exemption because of 
the work she had already done in establish- 
ing parks, which are practically a part of 
the metropolitan system, it would be only 
fair to treat other cities and towns which 
had taken the same action similarly. The 
city of Malden, for instance, has her Fell - 
mere Park, which is practically a part of 
the Middlesex Fells. As a result her ap- 
portionment relieves the city $100,000. The 
city of Lvnn hasher splendid Lynn woof's 

S ark of 2000 acres, almost a rival of the 
fiddlesex Fells, which she herself main- 
tains. Were there no other rea-iou Lynn 
would have her burdens lightened for this 
cause. Cambridge, Brookline and Newton 
ha 1 each established these park systems, 
which became a portion of the metropoli 
tan district as a matter of course, and so 
each of these places tiud their burdens 
lightened. 

Then the board began to investigate the 
question of the decision of burdens and 
quickly found that if there were an equal 
assessment upon va’uation all through the 
district that Brookline would find her ap- 
portionment proportionately small, while 
Weymouth would be taxed almost beyond 
the possibility of payment. The tax in 
Braintree is Sill Go on the thousand; in 
Weymouth, $20 50 per thousand, while Na- 
hant, with a valuation of $G 5iX),000 a:.d a 
population of 805, has a per capita wealth 
of $7,580 and a tax rate of $s. Brookline's 
valuation is $4503 per capita, and the tax 
rate $10 20, and Saugus with a per capita 
valuation of $755 is taxed $10.80. The 
board thereiore cla.-sed these cities and 
towns into three divisions ; class one con- 
taining places where the per capita valua- 
tion did not reagh $1000; class two con- 
taining the great bulk of the average mu 
liicipalitics, and class threetlio.se where 
valuations exceeded $2000 per capita. The 
eitj' of Lyuu uot only gained because of 
her great park system, but gained on this 
per capi.a allotment, as her property 
valuation was only $M4 and her tax rate 
$18. Milton and Weston w itli Brookline, 
Newton and other places find tiieir appro- 
priation increased for the same reason. 

The poiut remaining to be decided i> how 
this report will strike the supreme court. 
It is n it a question as to whether Newton, 
Brookline or the other cities and towns in 
the district are satisfied, but one as to 
whether the supreme court leels that this 
is a fair apportionment. If the court ac 
cepts the report the cities and towns will 
have to proceed to pav what is demanded. 
The next question will be us to whether 
they shall paj last year's assessment, which 
was held up by Brookline's appeal to the 
supreme court or whether but one assess- 
ment can bo laid this year, if legislative 
action is necessary to secure the payment 
of two assessments it is likely to be asked. 
Many cities and towns taxed the amount 
assessed, anyway, in all probability the 
1900 assessment now remains in various 
treasuries waiting for the Commonwealth 
to call for it. lathe case of places where 
there was no tax laid because the question 
was pending it may be found burdensome 
t<» lay a tax to include both assessments 
this year, and the intervention of the 
supreme coui t may be again invoked. 
Meanwhile the Common wealth must ekher 
have this assessment of limn refunded to 
make up the $500,000 she took Horn the 
cadi balance in the treasury when it was 
found that the money was coming from the 
municipalities last year, and also the $500,- 
000 she expects from this year's assess 
ment, or the stute at large must be taxed 
$1,000,000 more titan would be otherwise 
tim case. There is still another alternative, 
and that is to negotiate bonds for $l,ouo,ooo. 
The probability is that the ways and means 
committee would recommend this lutter 
alternative as of course whenever the 
money comes frmn the district these bonds 
can lie taken up and thus a double state .ux 
may be avoided. 

On Monday the Senate was to take up 
the report of the joint com mi: tee on the 
judiciuij , no iuithu’ legislation necessary 
on the annual report of the attorney gen- 
eral. The matter was continued that day 
in order thut Senators Atwill, Howland 
uud Sullivan might explain their reasons 
for dissenting from the report. Mr. Dana 
of Newton join d the- three senators named 
in dissenting. They dissented because 
they believe that it is in the interest ol de- 
positors in savings bunks that they shou d 
Lave the additional security „i\en to their 
savings, of having tie title leal estate 
upon which such savings banks take inort 
gages in excess of $5,ouo registered in the 
court of land re istratiou. The “Turrens 
Law,” if it is good for anything, should 
certainly apply to cases like those referred 
to by Mr. Dana uml his associates. Thut 
it is considered to lie w orth something is 
shown through its adoption by the state of 
Massachusetts and the establishment of u 
land registration court. 

Mr. Bullard is gettiug into the discus- 
sions in the House in regard to railroad 
matters in good shape. Of course lie ap- 
proaches the question ut issue from the 
standpoint ol a business ma i and makes 
his uiguments in this way. 1 he fact thut 
sometimes the House substitutes bills 
against his judgment does not effect the 
validity of that Judgment lor the chances 
are that the Sena e w ill vindicate it by re- 
jecting the measures, or tint the governor 
will interpose u veto und thus vindicate 
him. 

'i he metropolitan uffuirs committee seems 
to have concluded that the best way to 
handle the subway scheme is along the 
lines desired by President .1. If Carter of 
tbe associated board of trade uud ins fel- 
low petitioners, w ith cerium modifications. 
Tbe transit commissioners are to be usked 
to make a thorough study of the scheme 
for lire Washington street subway uud re- 
port to the next general court the best 
method by which it can be built, und in 
tire meantime, at the next city election the 
people «d Boston will bn asked to vole up- 
on whether the subway shall be built and 
leased to the Boston Elevated load. A 
poiut which w ill cause discussion is w heth- 
er the rental thut the company should pay 
shall be fixed by tun vote to be so taken.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, April 8, 1901. 

Gov. Allen, of Porto Rico, will not re- 
sign. That was settled at a White House 
conference, a few hours after his arrival iu 
Washington. He has done so well in 
Porto Rico, thut President McKinley asked 
him to withhold his resignation for a time, 
an I he consented to do so, and after a visit 
to iiis old home, in Massachusetts, he will 
return to the island Speaking of the island 
Gov. A lieu said: “Affairs ure moving 
smoothly iu Porto Rico. A civil govern- 
ment lias been established iu ull its 
blanches and is operating smoothly. The 
! island has not cost the people of the United 
States a cent, and will soon be raising its 
own revenue by internal taxation. The 
revenues of tlie island, since the passage of 
the Foraker act by the United States Con- 
gress. have been produced by the customs 
duties levied by that act. Next March the 
I law will expire, and tlie money will come 
; from modes of taxation to be prescribed by 
j tlie local legislature. By that time tlie 
{ island will be reudy to accept tlie ubollsh- 
ment of the customs duties, and free trude 
I between tlie United States and Porto ltico 
I will probably follow.” 

Hun. Philander Chase Knox, the new 
Attorney General, who will at once assume 
his duties, will be the eighth Pennsyl- 
vanian to hold thut portfolio iu the cabinet. 
Mr. Knox and President McKinley are old 
friends. In fact, it was on the udvice of 
Mr. McKinley thut Mr. Knox became a 
lawyer. His standing at home is plainly 
told by his being president of the famous 
Duquesue Club of Pittsburg, uud by his 
having served a term us president of 
the Pennsylvania Bar Association. Mr. 
Knox is in the prune of life, lie will 
celebrate his 4»th birthday next month. 
His fitness to be Attorney General is not 
questioned by anyone. The only thing 
said against him is what would be said 
against most of the successful lawyers 
of the couutry, uuder similur circum- 
stances thut he iius had rich corporations 
for clients, which shows the wisdom of 


the president's choice, as rich corporations 
employ only the best lawyers. 

Secretary Root has just received a per- 
sonal letter from Gen. Thomas II. Barry, 
dated at Manila, February 19th, which 
snows the confidence felt by his brother 
officers in Gen. Funston’s ability to suc- 
ceed in the dangerous tusk it was then 
known he had undertaken. Following is 
an extract from the letter : “Tlie bottom is 
anout dropped out of the insurrection. 
The iusurrectors seem to be falling over 
each other in surrendering themselves and 
arms. We have Aguinaldo definitely loca- 
ted with good prospects of running him 
down in the near future. He is now in the 
town of Palauan, northeast coast of Luzon, 
about one hundred miles north of Cusigu- 
ran. Funstou is going to make a try lor 
him iu a few days. He is going to take 
d-s.ierate chances, but 1 believe he will 
ba ! him.” 

Gen. MacArthur continues to send good 
news from the Philippines. The surrender 
of tlie urine l Filipinos is practically a con- 
tinuous performance, and no fighting at all 
is going on. This is so gratifying to Presi- 
dent McKinley that he has decided that 
tlie total strength of tlie regular army shall 
only bo enlisted up to three-quarters of the 
one-hundred thousand men authorized by 
Oonuress, unless later advices from Gen. 
MacAithur shall make itpluiu that a larger 
number will be necessary. Item be stated 
on tlie highest authority that Aguinaldo 
will uot be allowed to come to tile United 
States as long as he is uousiderd u prisoner, 
and how 1 tug lie will be oousi lered a pris- 
oner will depend upon how he conducts 
himself, and upon how tho.ie who have been 
followers conduct themselves. In other 
iiis words, lie and the other Filipinos who 
have been in revolt against the United 
States, must live up to tlie oath of alleg- 
iance they have taken to tlie United States, 
before they are entirely freed from survoil 
lance. Now thut tilings are getting in a 
satisfactory condition in tlie islands, this 
government is fully determined that neither 
Aguinaldo or anyone else sliall be given an 
opportunity to undo the good work that 
lias been done. Among the numerous sug- 
gestions, some humorous uud some serious, 
made to Hie war department, as to the dis- 
position of Aguinaldo, is tlie following, 
from a prominent official: “Have iiis name 
chuuged by law to George Washington 
Aguinaldo, then set aside 5(> squure miles 
of uuoccupiud government land us a terri- 
tory, and make G. W. Aguinaldo its gover- 
nor. on condition that ex Governor Bout- 
well, Edward Atkinson, Erving Winslow 
and other anti-imperialist leaders shall 
take up quarter sections there Tnen leave 
t hem alone to work out their ideas of 
government, ami die rest of the American 
people will find out how the thing ought to 
be done.” 

Everything is in readiness for tlie un- 
veiling of tlie equestriun statue of Gen. 
John A Logan, one of tlie most elaborate 
as well as most artistic in Washington, 
which will take place tomorrow’. The 
ceremonies connected with the unveiling 
include tlie escorting of President McKin- 
ley and ins cabinet from the White House 
to Iowa circle, where the statue is, by 
United .States’ soldiers and marines, under 
command of Brigadier General Guenther; 
a major-general’s salute of fifteen guns, by 
United States’ artillery ; addresses by Gen- 
eral G M. Dodge, Rev. Dr. F. M. Bristol, 
Franklin Simmons, tlie artist who made 
tlie statue, and President McKinley, and a 
set oration by Senator Depew. Master 
George Tucker, son of Major Tucker, V 
S. A and grandson of Gen. Logan, will un- 
veil tne stutue.

The anniversary of the assassination of 
President Lincoln brings freshly to my 
mind those ever-to-be-rememhered days, 
following the evacuation of Richmond; the 
entranoe of the federal forces into that 
city; the surrender of Lee’s Army at Ap- 
pomattox; the visit of the president to 
Richmond; the tumultuous demonstrations 
of joy and gladness in Washington and 
elsewhere; with all the grand celebrations 
of vlotory; with the near approaching 
peace to the whole country ; followed as it 
wns by the pall and gloom and sadness that 
settled over the entire country, when 
Abraham Lincoln was shot by John Wilkes 
Booth, in Fords Theatre, Washington, on 
the evening of the thirteenth of April, 
1865. 

During the preceding year I had been 
stationed at various military hospitals in 
and around Washington, and for the lust 
Bix months had been in charge of Wise- 
well Barracks Ilospit al on Seventh street. 

This had given me an opportunity for a 
rather wide acquaintance with government 
officials, especially with tho Army De- 
partment. 

From the time Grant camped In front of 
Petersburg, in 1864, followed by his gradu- 
ally extending occupation of the country 
around Richmond by a cordon of fortiflea- 
tion and troops, we felt convinced the end 
of the great struggle was near at hand, 
that the eapture of Petersburg, Richmond, 
and the whole army of Gen. Lee was only 
a question of time, and not far distant the 
day when the lebelliou would be crushed 
and our civil war at an end. 

I remember, as if but yesterday, the 
morning when the news of the flight of 
*Jeff. Davis and the confederate govern- 
ment.and the capture of Richmond reached 
Washington, followed, so soon, by the 
glad tidings of Lee's surrender at A ppc- 
mattox, and the complete collapse of the 
head and front of the rebellion. 

Washington went wild with joy and the 
streets were thronged with the people* 
Everywhere were signs of rejoicing. The 
people gathered in crowds at the White 
House and at the residences of promineut 
men and speeches were called for which 
were given with all the fire and enthusi- 
asm of victory. The war was practically 
over and tfie terrible suspense of four long 
years a thing of the past. 

Glud, happy faces everywhere. Joy on 
every bund, strung men grasped naiuls, 
uttered words of cheer und heartfelt glad 
ness and with tears in their eyes thanked 
God lor the victory and the ptace, to our 
whole land that must soon follow. Even 
the sympathisers with the rebels drew a 
long sigh of relief that the suspense was 
over. As I wandered about the streets, I 
listened to impassioned speeches from nten 
whose hearts were full of patriotic tire 
and their words were full of thankfulness 
and even forgiveness for the conquered 
rebels. 

The most brilliant and noteworthy of the 
many was made by Vice-President Andrew 
Johnson, front the steps ot Montgomery 
Blair’s residence. Words rolled from his 
lips in one continuous stream. He outdid 
himself- Twenty thousand men were 
there und the responsive cheers swelled up 
from the crowd and could be heard a mile 
away. At one point in his speecli he 
asked, ‘‘What shall we tell John Bull?” 
und he answered the question himself. 
“We will tell England to bewure, for just 
retribution surely will follow her nefarious, 
iniquitous aud unchristian course.” In 
scathing terms he told of her enmity to the 
north undliow the war Imd been prolonged 
two years by the aid the southerners had 
received from the English government and 
people. At another point he asked “And 
what shall we toll Johnnie Crapaud”? 

Instantly, from way buck in the crowd, 
in a stentorian voice came the quick reply: 
’’Tell him to get out of Mexico,” und tue 
street rung with thunderous ciieers at the 
aptness of the response. 

Then followed days spent in decorating 
the hutionul buildings and the city, und 
lrom one end to the other waved the 
bright, starry llugs, and hunting, red, 
white und blue wus twined aud festooned 

00 every sivutluble point. At night irun- 
spuruucies were everywhere to be seen. 
Along tlie whole face of the Capitol, front- 
ing the White House, wus one gigantic 
truuspurenuy nearing letters many feet in 
length This is liie Lord’s doing, it is 
marvelous in our eyes.” 

President Lincoln went to Richmond 
where he was welcomed by the colored 
people, he imd set tree, und many ot the 
whites. He wulked tfie streets unharmed. 
He felt aud uppeurod very happy. The 
heuvy huiden under which he hud lut ored 
so long wus removed. His heurt was light 
und tlie cloud on his brow pussed uwuy. 
'Pile war wus over: tlie country was saved 
and peuce und prosperity wus ut band. 

It was well known in Washington thut 
tlie president Imd been invited to he pres- 
ent ut Ford’s theatre on the evening of 
April 13th und thut he had uccepted. Con- 
sequently there wasagrtairusli for tickets. 
'Pile publie were informed thut Gen. Grunt 
was to be there tlie sume evening. 

It was also kuowu there wus to he a 
torchlight procession, composed of em- 
ployees of the United btutes. in Washing- 
ton, und other persons on tlie sume even- 
ing— thut tiiis procession wus to puss the 
White House und be reviewed by tlie 
president, utter which lie wus to proceed 
to the theatre, although lie would not 
ui rive there till about nine o’clouk. 

It was my intention to lie present at tlie 
tlieatre that evening und 1 made my ur- 
raugementd to be promptly on hand. But 
eaily in tlie evening u friend of mine, Gen. 
Camp, came to my hospital accompanied 
by two ladies and invited me to riue with 
them to tlie White House to see tho pro- 
cession. 

1 accompanied them and when tlie review 
wus over, it was so lute 1 decided not to at- 
tend the tlieatre and w as taken to my lieud- 
quurters. Being very tired uud weary 1 
soon went to bed. 

A little after midnight 1 was aroused by 
tlie officer of tlie day rushing into my room 
uml exoluimly wihliy— 

“Doctor ! were you down to the tlieutie 
lust evening?” 

“No/’ 1 answered. 

“Have you heaid tlie terrible news!” 
“No. Whut is it?” 

“l’resldeut Lincoln lias been ussassinal- 

1 ed.” 

| “Whut!” I exclaimed, uot oleurly com- 
prehending tlie awful words. 

, “l , resideii| Lincoln was shot in Ford's 
tlieatre lust night.” 

With u bouud I sprang from my little 
iroueotund landed iu tlie middle of the 
Hour. 

“Who did it?” 

•‘John Wilkes Booth.” 

'Pile nervous shock to me was so great 
thut instantly 1 wus shukiuu us badly us if 
1 hud uu ague tit, und hustilv getting buck 
to Ded uml wrapping mvself in my blank- 
ets, f listened to the additional information 
lie hud to give. His lulormuuuu wus re- 


ceived from an officer who had jnst come 
back to the hospital. 

I am not a profane man, but I retain a 
pretty clear Idea that I used strong adjec- 
tives, condemnatory in utterance and foroi- 
bleness of expression. 

I directed the officer to obtain any other 
information he could and report to me. 

He had been gone from my room but a 
short time when Maj. fStlckney, the com- 
mandant at tho Post, came in with tho 
additional information that a report had 
just come up that Secretary Seward and 
Secretary Stanton had been assassinated 
and an attempt mnde to get Into Gen. 
(Rant’s house to kill him. Later we 
learned thut Secretary Seward was not 
dead but dying as a result of tlie assassin’s 
work, he being attacked while sick in bed— 
that ills son and the male nurse were dan- 
gerously wounded and not expected to 
live, and that Secretary Stanton was not 
injured, although an attempt was made to 
get Into his house and that Gen. Grant was 
not in Washington. 

We at once sent out pickets to guard the 
adjoining streets with explicit orders to 
arrest aud bring into the post any man, 
whether citizen or soldier, attempting to 
pass out from the city. 

Feeling assured there would be a call for 
soldiers to do guard duty in various places 
in the city, orders were at once given for 
the troops at our post to he mustered on 
the purade grounds, given breakfast and 
await orders. Hardly had the soldiers 
breakfasted when ati officer, from the war 
department, came bursting in upon us with 
an order for a detachment of men to have 
breakfast and then to report at army head- 
quarters to do guard duty wherever re- 
quired, and also to patrol the streets in our 
vicinity and arrest all persons going out of 
the city, 

fie was informed guards had already 
been stationed on those streets and that 
our men had breakfasted and were ready to 
leave at onoe. He expressed li is surprise 
and gratification at our thoughtful prepara- 
tions, aud directing where they were to re- 
port hastily rode away. 

These soldiers were among the first to re- 
port at headquarters and were detuiled to 
guard the house of Secretary Seward and, 

1 think, either the house of Secretary Stan- 
ton or Gen. Grunt. Later in the morning I 
went down town and learned that the 
President was still living, but unconscious 
and rapidly sinking. 

Grief was stamped on every face. Sor- 
row had taken the place of joy and happi- 
ness and exultation. The city was in 
deepest mourning. Men met, grasped 
hands, but could scarcely articulate words, 
so full were their deeply grieved hearts. 
Sympathizers with the South, and there 
were mauy in Washington, expressed their 
grief and sorrow and detestation of the 
awful crime. They felt, us one expressed 
to me, in emphatic words: “This killing 
of President Lincoln damns forever the 
Southern cause, although tiie South is not 
responsible for the terrible deed, Lincoln 
would have proved the best friend of the 
South and treated the people kindly aud 
leniently,” 

They felt the war was over and this terri- 
ble crime would be laid to the South and 
thereby intensify the feeling of bitterness 
and hute. 

While the President lay dying a report 
reached me that a detachment of soldiers, 
who hud been on guard at some place and 
had been relieved, were returning to their 
post, and when on a street near the Cupitol 
a Southern sympathizer,- (perhaps an 
actual rebel), shouted, “Lincoln’s killed 
and I’m damned glad of it.” 

Instantly one of the soldiers brought bis 
rille to his shoulder and fired. The rebel 
dropped dead in his tracks. The .-oldier 
shouldered his rille and the squad marched 
on without even halting. 

I wus too busy to attempt to verify the 
report but it wus believed to be true ut our 
post. 

President Lincoln died in the house 
opposite tlie theatre, to which he was taken 
alter he was shot. His body was removed 
to the /Vhite House, embalmed, and there 
lay in state for several days. The public 
were admitted daily during certain hours. 
Men, women and children went in crowds 
to have one more and last look on the 
honest, kindly and well beloved features of 
the man who had saved the country. 1 
say crowds, but that word hardly conveys 
to tlie mind tlie enormous numbers con- 
stantly thronging the White House en- 
tranoe. 

I went one afternoon, hoping to be able 
to puss the gate eutnince uud uguiu look on 
tiie mun I honored above all others, whose 
huud I hud often taken und listeued to his 
kiudly words. 

There were thousands at the gate before 
me and thout-umls continually coming. 
The crowd extended near a thousand feet 
on Pennsylvania avenue, above and below, 
tlie gatealmoat across the street. I gradual- 
ly worked my way into the center of the 
crowd neur to the sidewalk, and there 
further progress wus almost impossible. 
Soldiers .-tooii at the gate to aid und con- 
trol the in-coming people. 

For nearly two hours I swayed in the 
struggling, compact mass, pressed upon all 
sides- front, rear, right ami left, aud dur- 
ing all this time made not more than ten 
feet advance. Then a woman near me cried 
out thut she was fainting aud begged to be 
helped. 

1 readied forward und drew her back to 
me und then called upon the people to 
make way and aid me to take her out. Al- 
though every one seemed willing to render 
what service wus possible.it was nearly 
half an hour before we were safely beyoml 
the throng. I did uot go back. 

Tlie following week tlie body was taken 
to the cupitol and lay iu state iu the ro- 
tunda. Scores of thousands went there to 
see it. 

After a few days, when I felt tlie crowd 
would be lessening with tlie cliunue of 
seeing the body without a long wait I went 
there. But tlie desire to look upon the 
martyred President wus not satisfied. 

I found a long, compact line of people 
extending from tlie front of tiie building a 
third of a mile uwuy and new coiners ar- 
rived and joined tlie distant rear faster 
than tlie (rout moved up tiie steps ami into 
tlie rotunda. 1 hud no time to wait for 
hours. Whut should 1 do? 

Just then 1 espied an officer walking 
down tlie steps to give some order to one 
of the soldier guards. The procession was 
kept in line and order by those guards. 
Luckily 1 was near enough to recognize 
tlie officer us one stutioned at my Iiospital. 
I walked directly across tlie open space to 
him and quietly said, “Captain, I will go 
witli you when you go back 1 want to get 
back to tiie hospital us soon as possible.” 
Aud together we walked up tlie steps and 
into the rotunda. 

A minute 1 stood beside the cusket that 
contained all that was earthly, left here, 
of our beloved Abruhum Lincoln. 

His features looked natural but dark 
from congestion, from embalming und the 
many days that imd passed since he died. 

That wus my lust look upon Abruhum 

Lincoln.

THE AUBURNDALE SCHOOL. 


The attitude of the citizens of Auburn- 
dale at the recent nldermunio hearing, has 
paved the way for an immediate solution of 
the matter. Hitherto Auburndaie has 
represented that nothing less than a dupli- 
cate of the Bigelow school house, or rather 
that an eight room building based on the 
Bigelow plans, would be rntisfactory. It 
is conceded by all that the Bigelow school 
is an extravagant building, and the Au- 
burndaie proposition was therefore re- 
ceived with disfavor by the aldermen, and 
has been partially responsible for the ex- 
asperating (to Auburndaie) delay in the 
matter. 

Auburndaie now asks for an eight room 
building at a cost of $48,000 or $ 50 , 000 , aud 
we have no doubt but what the aldermen 
will gladly grant such a reasonable reques . 
The project to add to the present Williams 
school was based on economical grounds, 
and could be defended as against the first 
proposition of a high cost new building. 
It is not economy, however, to put $30,000 
or .$35,000 into an old building, against the 
wishes of a large number of citizens, when 
a slight increase in appropriation will 
gratify the district, in the matter of loca- 
tion and bui ding. 


BOYLSTON STREET. 

The modification in the ,-treit railway 
franohise grunted the B & VV St. Railway 
Co. in Boylston street, seems to clear the 
way for its acceptance by that company, 
and the completion of the work the pres- 
ent summer. It remains now with the 
owners of real estate along the line of the 
proposed widening to make or mar the pos- 
sibility of this great improvement, which 
means so much to all interested in that 
part of the city. Every abut tor on this 
street should realize that the construction 
of such a boulevard as is proposed, with 
direct railway accommodations to Boston, 
would greatly enhance tbe value of his 
property, and should be ready and willing 
to meet the street railway company in the 
matter of releasing the land necessary for 
widening. The failure of the project, at 
the present time, will be attributed by the 
remainder of the city, to the lack of public 
spirit on the part of sucii abutters. 


THE CABOT PARK PLAYGROUND. 


Following the time honored custom in 
this city, the aldermeu have authorized an 
appropriation for establishing a public play 
ground on Cabot park, on condition that a 
citizens contribution of $ 1,100 is received 
by the City Treasurer before May 15th. 
The playground is accessible to Newton, 
Newtonville and Nonantum, aud there 
ongbt to be publio spirit enough in these 
villages, to raise the sum necessary to se- 
cure the co-operation of the city. Residents 
of Newton Centre have raised as many 
thousands for their playground and a feel- 
ing of local pride, as well as the manifest 
advantages to their children from such a 
playground, should cuu.se every citizen to 
feel an interest in the matter and respond 
reudily to the appeal which will be found 
in another column.

Newton Woman suffrage League. 

So interesting was the meeting of the 
Newton Woman Suffrage League held at tlie 
Newton Centre Methodist Episcopal church 
the evening of April 4, it is a pity that the 
storm prevented a larger attendance. In 
'he absence of the president of tlie League, 
Mrs. Richard Rowe, Mrs. K. N. L. Walton 
presided. 

Dr. Emily B. Ryder gave a most interest- 
ing ncoount of the condition of women in 
India, and of the formation of the first 
woman’s club which ever existed in Orient- 
al countries. There was great opposition 
to tlie native women meeting in any kind 
of an assembly, but the opposition was 
gradually overoome, and tlm “Bombay 
Sorosls" has grown until it now has over 
two hundred members. Tlie motto of tbe 
club, “The world was maun for women 
too,” was an entirely new thought to both 
Hie men and women of India, and the 
question of tlie truth of the assertion was 
much discussed in the universities and else- 
where. 

Dr, Ryder also stnrted a woman’s club in 
Ceylon. The Buddhist high priest there 
was strongly in favor of education and had 
said he would president tlie opening meet- 
ing. When tlie time came he did not up- 
pear, and when sent for, said he had not 
understood that he would be expected to 
sit oil the plutfnim with women, and to 
fnee a large assembly of women. Ills reli- 
gion could not possibly permit of his doing 
either of these things. They sent an 
urgent reque t that he must come, us many 
had come oil purtiose to hear him, He 
fina ly appeared, with attendants, who 
carefully swept the platform on which the 
women hud sat, then spread a grnit sheet, 
on which tlie high priest walked, as lie ad- 
vauotd, with covered face, and suid tlie 
few words necessary to open tlie meeting. 
He then left the platform, the sheet was 
removed, the women came back and had 
their meeting. Then they again left the 
plaifoiin, which was duly swept and cov- 
ered, the priest entered as before and 
closed the meeting, Dr. Ryder sturted a 
third club in W. Australia. There was 
much need of good work there, as there is 
much convict lubor. Tbe club started 
with practical work for education ; this 
was followed by work for hospitals, next 
for the Insane and lastly for tlie full suf- 
frage, which was secured in 181HI. In 
speaking or the condition of women in 8 . 
Australia, Dr. Rjder said society is the 
most select there of any of ihe Australlus. 
They are quite a moral, religious people. 
Tlie W. C. T. U. co-operated with the wo- 
man suffragists. They carried a petition to 
the Purliuimnt House, where the measure 
was passed, and when put into opeiutiou 
resulted in no earthquakes or social u[- 
heavals. In New Zbuiund. the question of 
woman suffruge was submitted to tlie 
men voters. The women, expecting vic- 
tory, had prepared a great banquet and had 
a great prolusion of llowers. When they 
were defeated by a few votes, they carried 
the flowers to the cemetery and used them 
to decorate graves, und tbe banquet was 
abandoned. The next year the vote was 
s iccess fully carried. The New Zealanders 
are a remarkable people, they live like one 
large family, their homes are hygienic uml 
pu e, and just compensation is given for 
work, regardless of sex or nice. Dr. Ryder 
s. id she hud seen none of tbe evil effects 
p e iieted by woman suffrage, in any of tlie 
o untries which she hud visited. Rev. Geo. 
H .Spencer declared himself as believing in 
woman suffiage theoretically, his only 
doubts were as to how it would work prac- 
tically, lie felt the women themselves 
needt d converting. None of the arguments 
against woman suffiage would hold water, 
and a-* soon as the majority of womeu 
wish d| he suffruge they would undoubted- 
ly get it. 

Rev. Edw. M. Noyes said he was remind- 
ed of tlie days ut tlie Theological school, 
when they debated various questions. One 
student in speaking of Paul’s injunction 
that women keep silent in the churches, 
.-aid tliat that did not apply to women m 
this age. Its proper application was only 
local und temporary. Thereupon tlie deun 
rose iu his wrath and suid ttie Bible wus 
not to be treated like a last year’s almanac, 
its teachings were to tie applied to all cen- 
turies, not just to the time in which it was 
wi it ten. 

One wicked student whisp red to an- 
other: "Dr must think tlie Bible in- 

junction thut a man should tie tlie husband 
of but one wife was only temporary and 
local, -for he has had three wives’’ Mr. 
Noyes said conditions in Now Zealand were 
very different from those hi our country; 
many idealistic schemes were being sue 
eesstully tried there, which would not ue 
practical here. All must be interested in 

eeiug how woman suffrage works in 
Coioiado.uud other states where it is Deing 
tried. If the results prove satisfactory, 
the rest of the count y will undoubtedly 
come to it. There is certainly uo argument 
against it. 

Rev. Chas. W. Wendte made u very 
bright, enthusiastic speech iu favor of wo- 
man suffiage. He gave personal experi 
ences of tlie working of it iu Washington 
some years ago. 

He said it was a matter of congratulation 
for suffragists, that the remonstrants were 
organized to oppose the reform. That 
showed the anti-suffragists realized that it 
was a live issue, thut was ill danger of suc- 
ceeding.

TO TII F. SUFFOLK WK.ST CONFEHENCK OF 
CHUHCHK8 

The Conference committee has secured 
reports from all the twenty-six ohurohea of 
the conference, and these reports have 
been embodied In the statistical report 
which has been printed, and is now in the 
hands of the members of the conference. 
In addition to these reports the largest 
number of the churches have sent us writ- 
ten reports in reply to inquiries which we 
have sent out. 

All our churches but one have been sup- 
plied with pastors during the entire year. 
Rev. Charles E. Havens, who has been the 
successful pastor of the church at Newton 
Highlands for about eight years, resigned 
his charge in January, and was dismissed 
on the 22nd of that month by a counoil, and 
commended to the churches as an able and 
faithful man, who has been blessed in his 
ministry. Rev. Ralph J. Ilaugiiton, who 
has been for two years at Needham, has 
also resigned his charge, and Hint church 
will be vucant in June. lie will leave the 
church larger than he found it, and its con- 
dition bas Improved in many respects dur- 
ing his brief ministry. The houses of 
worship of our churches are well oared 
for. The value of these places of wor- 
ship, according to the fifth year statis- 
tics, taken a j ear ago is $2,128,800 making 
the average value about S80.000. The 
ohuroh in Watertown has expended $15,000 
upon its house of worship during the year. 
The building bas been thoroughly repaired 
and modernized and an organ costing $3000 
has been put into its plan. The congrega- 
tion are enjoying this beautiful and commo- 
dious place of worship. The people at 
Wellesley Hills decided to build a new 
churoh and have already raised $30,000 for 
that purpose The old edifice has been 
taken down, and the work of rebuilding is 
now in progress. The congregation are 
meeting in a bail while the work is going 
on. At least two other congregations with- 
in our bounds ure preparing to remove 
their old buildings and erect new ones. 

Nineteen of our churches repotted a year 
ago the amount of salaries paid to their 
pastors. It was $43,450, an average of 
$2,287. 

The amount of the home expenses of our 
churches reported this year is $147,815, an 
average ot $5085 to a congregation. 

The uuiouut raised for the home expens- 
es is considerably larger than that which 
is given to the various objects of benevo- 
lence. These benevolent contributions do 
not vary much In their total amount from 
year to year. In 1898 they were $130,741. 
In 1899 they dropped to $124,183. In 1900 
they were $135,430. This year we have 
$130,758, almost exactly the sum that was 
contributed three years ago. Of this 
amount about $10, (KK) has been given to 
foreign missions, uud about $90,000 to the 
work ut home including Home Missions, 
the American Missionary association, 
church building, education, and the other 
departments of the home work. 

The churches giving the largest sums in 
benevolent offerings this year have been 
Eliot church, Newton, $36,273; the Old 
South ohuroh In Boston $33,552; Harvard 
church, Brookline, $12,818; the church in 
West Newton $7,030 ;the church in Auhurn- 
dule, $0,799; Central church, Boston $G08G; 
the First Church, Newton, $5520 and l’ark 
street church, Boston, $1195. 

This conference hits not yet considered 
the plans for a "forward movement” in re- 
speat to systematic benevolences which 
have been urged upon the churches by tlie 
National Council, and which have already 
brought very favorable results in so many 
of our conferences. This matter should 
come in a definite form before the confer- 
ence at tlie present meeting. 

Tlie church in Auburudale celebrated 
the fiftieth anniversary of its organization 
during the week between November 11th 
ami November 1.8th. There was the his 
torical sermon by the pastor emeritus, tlie 
Sunday morning sermon by tlie paster, 
and a careful review of the missionary ac- 
tivities of tlie ohurch ; there were messages 
from absent mem tiers of tlie churoh and 
from former pastors, and other exercises: 
the whole making tlie occasion memorable 
iu the history of this church. 

The pastors have been asked to report 
tlie average congregations at the service 
on Sunday morning. Tlie pastor of tlie 
First church in Newton replies, “A little 
over 400. It is counted, not estimated.” 
A few other pastors give answers which 
ure so definite us to indicate that there is 
a careful record kept. Mostoi tlie pastor’s 
give estimates. In some instances their 
estimates ure perliaps too large. But tak- 
ing tlie estimates as they come to us, they 
correspond very nearly with the member- 
ship of tlie churches. Eliot churoh. New- 
ton, estimates tlie attendance at Guo. It 
lias G32 members. Sbawmut church, Bos- 
ton, with 494 members, estimates its congre- 
gation at little above 500. Allston, with 
378 members, esti nates its congregation at 
300. Harvard churoh, Brookline, with 719 
members, e tima e.- i s e< n {regut or at '.hk»; 
The cliuron in West Newton with 339 mem- 
bers estimates its congregation at 350. 
Auburudale with 389 members has about 
3(K). Taking tlie churches altogether, 
the estimated morning congregations 
amount to very nearly tlie same us tlie re 
corded membership of tlie churches. 

The attendance at the evening pervlce 
varies in different churches. At Sbawuiut 
church und the Old South church, und at 
Berkeley Temple it does not vary much 
from tlie attendance iu tlie morning. At 
some seasons of tlie year it is larger than 
the morning. Must of the churches report 
u much smuller attendance. Some suy 
tiiey have one third ns many us in the 
morning ; others say they have a quarter, 
and others a smuller proportion than that. 
On the whole it is probable that one third 
the number of the congregations in tlie 
morning, would be a liberal estimute for 
the evening congregations.

Another class of Inquiries relate to the 
methods which are followed by the pas- 
tors and churches iu tlnlr work. 

One inquiry is: “Wliat methods do you 
follow to secure contributions for objects 
of Christian Benevolence?” The pastor 
at Allston announces au annual offering 
to each of our congregational societies 
A sermon is preached either by tlie pas- 
tor or a secietary, and tlie collect ion is 
taken. Dr. I bomus depends upon weekly 
offerings. Mr. Hale depends upon the 
pledge system, missionary committees and 
organizations. Mr Noyes says “we use 
the Harris system of weekly offerings, 
with special collections for tlie support of 
our missionaries and for several other 
causes ” Dr. Davis depends upon weekly 
offerings, personal notes uud pulpit com- 
mendations. The church at the Highlands 
uses tlie system of weekly offerings. 

Dr. Ilarringiou uses “the Harris system, 
which is followed by an occasional special 
uppeul or an addre s.” These are speci- 
mens of the methods used iu different 
churches. 

Another inquiry relates to the Sunday 
Eveniug Service At Park streot, it is con- 
ducted just as in the morning. At Wal- 
tham, it is a regular preaching service, and 
the attendance is good. At Wellesley Hills, 
until tiie services in tlie old church weie 
interrupted, the pastor gave expository 
lectures on the Epistle to the Hebrews in 
the evening. At Eliot church for the 
larger part of the yeur the sermon is short- 
er than in the morning, und there is more 
music. In the spring a choral service at 
half past four tunes the place of the even- 
ing service. At Centrul church, Boston, 
there is a vesper service at 4 o’clock. At 
Harvard church, Brookline, the evening 
service is like that iu the morning. At 
Shawniut church tlie evening service is a 
populur service, und is very well attended. 
At the Old South the service is like that 
in the morning with free seats, earn- 
est, practical preaching, and large congre- 
gations. In some of tlie smaller churches 
there is no evening service iu the chuich, 
but a social meeting in the chapel. It 
would seem that the fullest evening eon 
gregations are drawn together by the 
preaching of the Gospel, iu its simplest 
forms, addressed to the heart and con- 
science with the earnest purpose to "per- 
suade men” to come to Christ. 

Another inquiry relates to the Sunday 
schools. Tlie number reported as connect- 
ed witli our schools is G41G, with un aver- 
age attendance of 4081. This is less then 
the number reported u yeur ago by 300, uud 
is less then the number five veurs ago. 

The most noteworthy feature in the Sun- 
day school reports this year is the promi- 
nent pa r t which pustors and assistant pas- 
tors ure taking in teaching tlie Bible. At 
the Did South church, und at Berkeley 
Temple Boston, und at Hurvatd church. 
Brookline, the assistant pastuts are the 
superintendents of the Sunday schools. 
Tills illustrates the growing tendency in 
tlie best churches to put theSunduy schools 
under tlie care of trained men who are 
able to follow- tlie methods of the best 
teachers in tlie public schools. A number 
of tlie | ustors ure ttachers of large classes. 
Dr. Berle of Brighton teaches a class of 
eighty live men und women. It is really u 
cluss in Biblical Theology, and is a very 
muniment put t of the work of the \ astor. 
Dr. McEiveeu at Shawniut church teaches 
a large Biole class. Mr. Giliuun at Wuver- 
ley, and Mr. Whiting at Belmont, and Mr. 
ilaugiiton ut Needham teucli regularly in 
tlie Sunday school. Mr. Southgate, at 
Auburudale, and Mr. Noyes at New’ on 
Centre often take classes. Other pastors 
are always iu the sellout and visit tlie 
classes in order, and assist tlie teachers in 
their work. In a number of these chord - 
es there ure retired ministers who teucu 
largo classes, und who ussist very much iu 
keeping up a high standard of instruction 
in tlie Sunday schools. A good many 
teachers in tlie public schools are ,ulso 
teachers in tlie Sunday school. 

About one Imlf tlie schools are using tlie 
Pilgrim series, Others use tlie Blakesley 
lessons, or tlie Peloubet lessous. Noi.e of 
tlie schools liuve teachers’ meetings for 
tlie study of tlie lessons, but a number 
have a monthly meeting for consultation as 
to the best methods of teaching. At New- 
ton Centro, various lessons are used in 
different departments. The Intermediate 
department uses tlie Intermediate lessons. 
Tlie Primary department uses a Blakesley 
series. Tlie Bible clusses use Rhees’ Life 
of Jesus; a nook of nonuul outlines; a 
study of Scripture history ; and topics pro- 
vided from week to week. Some of tlie 
schools still allow tlie reculur lessons to be 
interrupted by speeiul occasions, such as 
Children’s Sunday, Easter and Christmas, 
so tliut on those days there is no work for 
tlie teucheis to do. 

Another inquiry relutes to the mid week 
prayer meeting. Tlie First churoh in 
Newton bas taken up this winter, an out- 
line study ot the Prophets of Israel iu me 
Friday evening meetings. The devotional 
ohuru jterof tlie meeting is retained. Ex- 
cept tor question and answer there ure lew 
remarks, and tlie remaining time is given 
entirely to prayer. At Auburudale tiie 
pastor alternates with tlie brethren iu con- 
ducting tlie meeting. The church appoints 
a prayer meeting committee, a id gives the 
direction of tlie meeting to them. At Eliot 
church tlie pastor leads, uud makes tlie 
meeting us informal us possible. There 
are more remarks than prayers. At Allston 
tlie meeting is especially a mooting for 
prayer. At Watertown it is i at her u meet- 
ing for prayer than for tulk. The pastor

Some pastors reply, “1 donut know.” One 
y« ung pastor saj s, “1 know of only three 
families w lieiu there is family worship,” 
Tlie pastor of a large church in Boston 
says, “A lew do, 1 lear the majority do 
not,” Dr. Davis of Newtonviile sajs. "I 
think many do, but 1 have no estimates of 
the numb r.” Dr. Withrow says, “some j 
do; perhaps 1 may say a good proportion." 
Mr. Noyes ot Newton Centre suys, “so far 
us iny ouservatiun goes, family worship is 
decreasing among our people Still, a large 
proportion, especially ol the older people, 
ummtaiu it.” 

With reference to family worship, one 
may well quote from the eloquent oration 
recently delivered by Seuuiur Hoar, on 
Robert Burns. He says, "tlie whole secret 
of SSdiiiah history , tlie whole seciet of 
New England history, is told iu the Cotter’s 
Saturday Night.” And after quoting from 
that incomparable poem, the orator said, 
•’From scenes like these New England’s 
grandeur springs.” God forbid that we 
should ever get far from the spirit ol “The 
Cotter’s Saturday Night.” 

Another inquiry is; “How is the Lord’s 
Day Deserved in your Community?” The | 
pastor ot the bwed sh church in Waltham, 
replies, “we hold it a holy day.” The 
bwedisli pastor in Boston says, “tlie Lord’s 
day is w ell observed iu ibis congregation, 
but how it is in the whole community, it is 
hard to tell.” The pastor ol Leydeu 
church says “attendance at morning wor- 
ship is quite general. The ufternoon is be* 
coming a lime fur social calls und recep- 
tions. Dr. Thomas says, “it is observed 
with much laxity.” Dr. Davis of Newton- 
viile says“people attend church fairly well. 
They ride und make calls in the after- 
noon ” Dr. McEiveeu says, “by the 
church folks it is observed well in church 
attendance, family religious instruction, 
aud helpful ministry in tlie hospitals. By 
the people of tlie community, the day is 
becoming a holiday.” Dr. Berle says, "my 
judgment is that the Lord’s day is observed 
us well as ever, some changes taking pluee. 
but not of such u diameter us indicates de- 
cline in true religion.” Mr. Noyes says, “I 
do not observe any increasing laxity in the 
observance of the Lord’s day. .Most of our 
people ride or walk buuday afternoon, if 
convenient. There is some social enter- 
taining aud visiting, but not a great deal. 
The quiet ol the day is maintained in the 
community.” 

From these particulars, we pass, In the 
conclusion of this report, to the compre- 
hensive inquiry as to the state of religion 
iu these twenty-six congregations. Are we 
growing on tlie whole, or losing? Are we 
making a wise and faithful use of the mag- 
nificent plant which has been provided for 
us, in these rich uud spacious houses of 
worship? Are our churches doing their 
part towards evangelizing these great and 
growing communities? What lessous do 
our statistical tuble* teach us? 

One pastor says, “tlie kingdom of God 
coiueth not with observation.” This is 
very true, but we needed to know how 
many apostles our Loid lmd chosen, and 
about how many w’ere together in the 
upper chamber, and about bow many there 
w ere to whom our Lord appeured when He 
went into Gallilee, and how many were 
added to the Lord ou the day of Pentecost. 

It may be for our profit to study the figures 
which show what the Lord has been doing 
for us. 

We have iu the churches of this confer- 
ence at present 8432 members. That is 
larger than tlie number reported u year 
ago by 150. But three years ago tlie num- 
ber was larger thau it is now- by 4i'0. The 
figures iu these reports are not perfectly 
accurate. Park S.reet church in Bostou 
lias this year erused the names of 497 mem- 
bers, as the result of a thorough revision of 
tlie roll, which had been neglected a num 
ber of years. That is tin re thau half its 
membership as represented n year u.o. It 
does uot follow that tlie r >11 ot member- 
ship is usually incorrect. Very thorough 
work is done fruni year to year, in revising 
tlie church rolls, and tlie number of mem- 
bers repoited is in tlie main correct. 

Tlie number removed by deu'.li is 100. 
Some of tiiese were among the most useful 
members of our chinches. The church in 
Watertown especially has suffered by tiie 
removal of a number who have been de- 
pended on for many years, to lead tlie 
church, and to bear the heavy burdens. 
Dr. Hazeu, among the ministers, has been 
called away. We shull miss him more than 
most others, (or he was constant in his 
attendance uud was wise aud helpful iu 
his counsels. 

Two liuudred and sixteen have been dis- 
missed to other churches, and 358 have been 
received to our churches by letter. The 
number we leeeive by letter is larger from 
from year to year, than the number we 
dismiss. 

The number of children baptized is 102 
Tlie number of adults baptiz -U is G8. 

No one of the churches reports a season 
of special religious interest during tlie last 
year, but iu several of them there lias 
ueen a sustained uud constant religious 
work which has brought new members ut 
every commumou season. Shawniut church 
lias received 37 by confession of tuitli dur- 
ing tlie year; the Swedish church iu Boston 
bus received 33; Harvard church iu Brook- 
line 20; Old South in Bostou 2o ; Brighton 
19; Park Street church 14 ; Berkeley Temple 
14 Every church hut two, has had some 
additions by conf» ssion. 

Tlie whole number a filed to our churches 
by confession of faitu is 244, an average of 
9 1 2 to each church. Eight churches are 
above the uveiuge, and eighteen below it. 
Theuveiuge number udded on confession 
each of tli« last six years is almost exactly 
the same as have been received this year. 
Our religious means anil agencies are uot 
becoming more efficient. 

The number we liuve added on confes- 
sion of faith this year is two, und nine 
tenths of one per cent of our total member- 
ship. The percentage of additions by con- 
fession is lower in our conference thuti me 
peiceutage of uddLious in tlie w hole state, 
riiere are some reasons why our percen- 
tage ought to be higher than that of tlie rest 
of the state. There is a massing of Chris- 
tiun iniluences iu these great churches, 
which places them ut agreat ad* milage 
over communities where the means are 
very limited, aud the opposition is exceed- 
ingly strong. 

It appears further, that the percentage of , 
additions on confession of tuitli to the | 
churches of our conleieiice is lower than i 
the average percentage of such additions 
to tlie t.'oiigiegullni al churches of the 
w hole country, by about oue third That 
is, your missionaries out ou tiie froutier, - j 
iu tlie mines, — auroug the Mormons, have 
iu some respects, the advautage ot their 
brethren whose field of labor l» there old 
Puriiun parishes. 

As respects our prospects for the future ; 
the answers are uot quite harmonious Mr. 
Nojff. says: "the young people of our ow u 
families, tralued iu the pastor’s class, are 
tlie largest source of additi >us on confes- 
sion, year by year.” Dr. Berle says: “The 
leligious life in this parish muy be de- 
scribed as steadily growing, witli Increas- 
ingly deeper emphasis upou I'hristian nur- 
ture and family religion. As l come to 
tlie end of my tenth year In this parish, 1 
think 1 sin safe in saying that 1 have uever 
seen here so many evtdeuc s of a sound uud 
healthful religious life a» at the preseut

It behooves every “iady-of the-honse'» 
who does not desire to r«*ad in the news- 
papers of how she was victimized by an 
old-time swindling fame, to prepare her- 
self and family for the advent of a “con 
man.” who is ascertain to appear in New- 
ton as are the crocuses that bloom in the 
spring. 

He is likely to arrive in almost any form 
for he has as many disguises as a stage de- 
tective. To the police he is a formidable 
character for they know he is as sly, al- 
most, as they are watchful : sometimes he 
is more, and is successful in working a 
susceptable householder. Then the police 
are criticised. 

Having the interests of the Newton 
people in mind Chi*d of Police Tarbox 
sounds the slogan “Beware, the Bunco 
Man.” 

There are individuals who masquerade 
as “gas-meter inspectors,” and who to all 
inteuts and purposes, look the part. If 
they are “crooked” it is generally their de- 
sire to inspect rooms of a house other than 
that in which the gas-meter or incandes 
cent light meter is situated. On this pre- 
text they manage to enter the op-stairs 
rooms and incidentally connect their fingers 
with some valuables. 

Often a legitimate gas-man or electric 
light inspector is much embarassed by the 
over-suspicious. He is sometimes turned 
down as an impostor and in consequence 
his work is delayed. 

If a householder will remember that an 
employe of tbe Newton & Watertown gas- 
light company, if be is there to read the 
gas or incandescent-light meter, has no 
reason for entering any other part of the 
house, and farther he will exhibit a badge. 
The bogus inspector has a long story but 
no badge. Bemember this. 

Now the chief of police says he has many 
complaints of the actions of those who de- 
sire to enlarge photographs. 

It is of the individual who offers to en- 
large the picture for nothing but who 
wishes to include a frame, that the chief 
says “don’t do it.” He will want you t<» 
sign a contract and then you are "it ” Deal 
only with a dealer who advertises, and who 
advertises properly in the Graphic.

At the request of 
Alderman Fisher, Supt. of schools Fifield 
gave figures regarding the Williams dis 
triot. showing thut an increase of 41 per 
cent, had occurred since lh!H. Mr. Fifield 
suid thut with 8 new rooms, all but 2 would 
be occupied, uud there would be an average 
of 33 pupils to ouch of the 10 rooms. 

Alderman Lyman then offered a substi- 
tute order, for the same purpose, reducing 
the appropriation to 8100 and with unlim- 
ited competition. 

Alderman Weed said that the amend- 
ment wus only a mutter of detuil and be- 
lieved the city would obtain be'ter results 
and more for the money through a limited 
competition.

the Williams building, calling attention to 
the difficulties iu construction, the obtain- 
ing of additional laud and the removal of 
large quantities of gravel for which the 
city has no present use. 'l’he question of u 
school heudquarters for the future ot Ail- 
burudale was also touched, uud he suid tiiat 
everything points to the north side of the 
track us the future place for development 
of this village, uuil called utteutiou to the 
fuct thut the order contemplates future en- 
largement of the proposed building. 

The matter of open competition wus 
briefly discussed and the amendment de 
feu'ed. Aldermen Ensign, Fisher, Hutch- 
iiisou. Lothrop, Lyman, Mellon, 1'ond uml 
Buily (8), voting iu lavor, and Aldermen 
Brown, Chesley, Hubbard, Lowe. Norris, 
Bulsifer. .Sultonstall.Stlckuey, Trow bridge, 
Ward well, Weed and Welduu (12), voting 
no, 

Alderman Hutchinson believed that if u 
new 8 room building could be built for 
845,000 or 8'».dbb that the 4 room addition 
could be built ut the same ratio, und thought 
the conference committee wu.* fully justi 
lied in its recommendation, although per- 
sonally he would have ucuuP-sed in a pro- 
position of neither an uddiliuu nor a uew 
building He believed the board ought not 
to ignore the needs of other districts, uud 
called attention to tiie overcrowded and un- 
sanitary conditions ut the Upper Falls, 
comparing it unfavorably with those ut 
Auburndale. If five new buildings were 
contemplated he would include Auburn- 
dale, but believed it should wait until Hie 
city had provided for immediate needs of 
other districts. 

Aldermen Weed oalled attention to the 
stutus of the Wude school matter und did 
not believe that the li ne wus ripe for u 
new building in the Upper Fails. 

Alderman Brown said that reputable 
architects hud stated that a new building 
ought not to cost over 8'*d,0U0 uud called 
attention to the use of the attic iu the 


present Ash street building, and that the 
Jund had been purchased unanimously for 
the new building. 

Alderman Pond called attention to the 
laok of specific recommendation in the re- 
port of the conference committee us to the 
Wude school, and spoke in favor of the 
new building ou Ash street. 

Alderman Lothrop said the greatest need 
wus at Newton Centre, and Upper Falls 
comes next, The board must consider tiie 
taxpayer, and believed the needs of Au- 
burndale as uot imperative. The situation 
ut Auburudule lias not chuuged in two 
years, although the sentiment bus. The 
recommendation of the publio property 
committee does not provide any more room 
thun that of the conference committee uud 
double tiie cost 

Alderman Fisher also defended the re- 
port of the conference committee, saying 
it still stood by its recommendations, and 
as it was appointed to consider the whole 
city, It could not see Its way clear to do all 
it saw necessary to be done. Me wished 
the order tabled for u recommendation of 
the school committee. 

Alderman Weed objected to delay as it 
would be ubout the middle of June before 
the contracts could be authorized. 

Alderman Lymun went over the whole 
ma ter in a lengthy speech, in which he 
spoke of the present tire risk oil the Asli 
street school, und the expense of obtaining 
additional land near the Williams 

Alderman Chesley expressed himself us 
satisfied with the recommendations of tiie 
conference committee, and the order was 
then adopted, Aldermen Brown, Ensign, 
Hubbard, Lowe, Lyman, Norris, Pond, 
Pulsifer, Saltonstall, Stick uey, Trowbridge, 
Ward well.

MASON SCHOOL HOUSE. 

In place of the order for 8100 for plans, 
by unlimited competition for a new 12 room 
school house at Newton Centre, offered 
by the finance committee, Aldermau 
Weed moved to substitute the order for 
8500 for plans by limited competition, 
recommended by tiie public property com- 
mittee, He believed that a 12 room build- 
ing was tiie proper solution, uml that 
further additions should be made by out- 
lying primary school houses, where the 
children are, and said the plans makes 
ample provision for preseut needs uud ulso 
contemplates the future. 

Superintendent Fifield then submitted 
figures us to the Mason district.showmg uu 
increase of 32 per cent, since tH;»4, and said 
that with the 20 rooms (including tiie Rice 
school), the present attendance would fill 
18, average 41 pupils. He did uot believe

. Chestnut Hill the 
same uud Cork City nearly 100. A new 
school at Cork City would materially 
clmiiga the conditions at the Mason school. 

Alderman Fisher spoke on the financial 
view of the mutter und Alderinun Hutchin- 
son offered an uiueuUment to provide for 10 
rooms, 

Alderman Weed believed it a serious mis- 
take to put 24 rooms at tiie heart of Now 
too Centre, ami Alderman i Lesley wanted 
the architects taken from Newton. 

Aldermuu Weed’s substitute was then 
defeated, Aldermen Brown, Hubbard, 
Lowe, Norris, Bulsifer, Stlokuey, Trow- 
bridge, Wurdwelluml Weed (!i), voting iu 
favor, Aldermen Chesley, Ensign, Fisher, 
Hutchinson, Lothrop, Lyman, Mellen, 
Bond, Sdlluusiull, Weldon uml Buily (11), 
voting uo. 

Alderman Hutchinson's amendment for 
10 rooms was then carried, Alderman Hub- 
bard, Lowe, Ward well uml Weed (4), vot- 
ing iu opposition, ami the order us amended 
was unanimously adopted

RECONSIDERATION.

Mr. Harsh operated tin machine and 
showed how to vote struight, spilt and In- 
dependent tickets, the ease and tapidlty 
with which eacli was done wnsatevela 
tiou to those familiar with the Australian 
ballot. 

The Public Reading: of the Sacred Scrip- 
tures. 

The Sage Leaf for April lias the follow- 
ing interesting artiole on “The I’ubllo 
Reading of the Sacred Scriptures" by Rev, 
George W. Shinn, D. I).: 

It has always been tiie usage of the 
Christian church to devote Rome part of 
the nour of publio worship to the renting 
of selections from the writings of tiie pro- 
phets ami psalmists, the historians, evan- 
gelists and anostles. The great purpose of 
such reading is the edification of the hear- 
ers. 

But when you listen to tli is feature as 
you find it in many a Christian assembly 
you may well ask the question: “Is it iu, 
deed edifying?" The testimony of a large 
number of lay people und tiie confessions 
of some clergymen are to the effect that 
nothing is usually so poorly done in the 
public services of the church us tiie ren- 
dering of the portions of the Bible. The 
singing may be good, the prayers may be 
reverent, the preaching may be Instructive, 
but the Scripture reading is usually unin- 
teresting and sometimes is exeoruble. 

Why? One would think that special 
efforts would be made to have all such 
reading become as effective as possible, 
Now and then when you get into a church 
where tiie reading is effective you realize 
what a help it can be made not only to edi- 
fication but to devotion. Why, then, do we 
not have belter reading in the churches? 

One answer is that but very littie atten- 
tion is paid to the matter in the theological 
schools. The training of most ministers is 
defective just there, und It shows itself 
throughout all their future work. 

Just as the small boy who failed in his 
examination in fractions excused himself 
by saying that thut part of his arithmetic 
was torn out when he wanted to study it, 
so many a minister who blunders ami stum- 
bles and falls as a reader might perhaps 
offer as an excuse the fuct that in his theo- 
logical school they did not teach students 
how to read the Scriptures. 

A second answer is this: The Scriptures 
are sometimes poorly read in publio be- 
cause the reader does not understand what 
lie is reading. lie bus not studied the por- 
tion in advance, and therefore fails to see 
Us connection, its drift un i the truths it 
would convey. 

There is uo disguising the fact that there 
is some ignorant reading. The only way to 
remedy this is to settle one’s self down to 
the serious and deliberate study of the 
chapter. 

No public reader would try to render one 
of Browning’s poems, for example, with- 
out having first studied it, but we do lieur 
a man struggling with a poetical passage 
from a prophet, or a song of Moses or of 
David— ami the struggle is too much for 
him It is often painfully evident to the lis- 
tener in church that the reuder does not 
reully understand the portion he is reading. 
Yes, the reader himself is only too well 
aware that he is just repeating words, 
words, words. 

Well, that ought to be remedied, und the 
common-sense suggestion is that he give 
the same study to the portions he has to 
read as the punlic reader gives to the selec- 
tions with which he interests his hearers. 

Tiie mention of the public reader brings 
to notice one more reason for the poor 
reading in church. It is the result of tiie 
prejudice held by some against elocution. 
There is a notion thut everybody reads and 
speaks well until he begins “to take 
lessons," and then he becomes uniiuturul. 

There have been schools of orutory 
where Lire old stagey, bombastic style was 
taught, but these no longer exist, and the 
st> le too is out of uate. Now you can find 
schools where the style of reading and 
speaking taught is perfectly simple, natural 
and easy, and where the great effort is to 
show the reader ami the speaker how to bo 
themselves without imitating anybody else. 

If a minister finds that lie is not able to 
read well, his obvious duty is to put him- 
self under training at once. There is no 
humiliation whatever iu going to a school 
of instruction once a week or so, or joining 
a private class, or taking lessons from a 
competent teacher. No, there is no hninill 
ation In using proper means for increasing 
one’s usefulness, out on the contrary any 
man is to be commended who is unwilling 
to go stumbling along in the uninteresting 
fashion of so many now in the ministry 
when they attemut to reud the Scriptures 
in public. 

There is no demand for elocutionary 
pyrotechnics or for any extraordinary per- 
formances, but the people have a right to 
ask that the Bible shall be read iu public 
worship, by tiie men appointed to read it, 
iu such u way thut its truths shall not be 
misrepresented nr obscured through their 
ignnruuce or carelessness, but thut the 
readiug shall he to the generul edification 
of those who hear. G. W. Shinn.

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State House Letter. 


(Special to the Graphlo.) 

Boston. April 17. 
This will be the last full day for work 
for the Ronernl oourt this week owing to 
the Governor Wolcott Memorial tomorrow, 
and the foot that Patriot’s day comes on 
Friday. 

The Interest In the question of the con- 
struction of the Charles river dam con- 
tinues to be unabated. Circumstances pre- 
vented the attendance of Mr. J. Richard 
Carter at the hearing Riven remonstrant 
to this bill a few days ago, he having been 
temporarily III, while Hon. Alden Speare 
who with Mr. Carter was opposed to this 
bill, was also absent, being in Washington, 
The names of both gentlemen as well us of 
other prominent Newton citizens, are 
signed to the protest which Is so eff ctlve 
against the building of the dam at this 
time. There is nothing to change the opin- 
ion heretofore expressed that the commit- 
tee will report reference to the next general 
0 >urt upon the project. The great scheme 
of a .'W- foot channel at the entrance of Bos- 
ton harbor, It is felt, must not be menaced 
by any such enterprises as that so greatly 
desired by Cambridge citizens. 

The committee on metropolitan affairs 
continues its policy of advocating the post* 
ponement of all boulevard measures until 
next year at least. There seems danger that 
It will class the proposed Wellington bridge 
between Somerville and Cambridge with 
the other boulevard measures, but there is 
a difference, as the Wellington bridge is not 
one to accommodate the Fellsway boule- 
vard, but Highland avenue, which runs 
from Somerville to Stoneham us well. The 
failure to act upon this project is having a 
direct effect upon building operations and 
consequent development in the West End 
of Malden uud beyond. Until it is built no 
eleotrio cars can cross the Mystic river so 
as to furnish a quick route from Boston to 
Malden und even to some sections of Med- 
ford. Therefore Medford, Somerville, and 
Malden are enthusiastic for this bridge 
which, however, is not desired particularly 
by Melrose, which city seems to be stand- 
ing in her own light, nor by Stoneham, 
which feels too poor to pay any part of its 
cost. The form of the bill has been changed 
this year so that there is no danger that 
Cambridge, Newton and other southern 
Middlesex communities will be taxed for 
it. 

The committee on metropolitan affairs 
lias finally reported adversely on William 
11. Baker’s petition for the repeal of the 
Boston police board act. This adverse re- 
port was not unexpected, but it will be 
very surprising indeed if the fiery elo- 
quence of Mr. Buker before the committee 
in the heurings does not result in like phil- 
lipios from members of the committee und 
others when the matter is debuted in the 
House, uud possibly also in tiie senate. 
Mr. Baker cun very well argue tliut his at- 
tack upon the board was justified, from the 
fact that there has been such activity on 
its part on the question of granting li- 
censes to second class hotels aud in other 
directions since hesturted in on his expose. 

Men like Mr. Buker, und attacks like 
that he made upon the board, seem to 
be needed by certain bodies ut stated 
periods in order to secure the best results. 

If the writer is not mistaken, the leadiug 
petitioner for the luw to prohibit the sale 
of cigarettes in Massachusetts is a resident 
of Newton. The petition this year came 
from the officers of the Womans Christ- 
ian Temperance Union, and has resulted in 
a bill reported by the committee on public 
health by a unanimous vote, favoring uu 
extension of the age during which the sale 
of cigarettes is prohibited from 1(5 yeurs to 
18 years. This is not ut all wbat was de- 
sired by the petitioners, and yet if it is 
to be considered as a step in the direc- 
tion :of the absolute prohibition of the 
sale of cigaretets it will be welcomed. 

It may be considered u secret (but it will 
not be after this is written), that the 
only reason which prevented a report 
in favor of the bill from the committee 
on publlo health wus u perhaps nuturul 
feeling on tiie part of tiie committtee that 
it would be laughed at should it report the 
bill. The cause of this agitation is prob- 
ably as well understood in Newton as any- 
where, viz: the tact that our High school 
boys are becoming almost universally ad- 
dicted to the cigarette habit, while it has 
gone down through the grudes of the gram 
mar school until it is no unusual sight in 
Boston und probably outside to meet an 
urchin of 7 or 8 summers with a cigarrette 
in ins mouth. Had measurements been 
taken of tiie boys in our high school bat- 
tulious ten or a dozen years ago, and could 
a comparison be made to day, it would 
probably be found that the uveruge high 
school cadet had grown stunted ; and but 
one explanation is needed of.this. Certainly 
the high school bojbofthe higher grades 
are very much undersized physically wheu 
compared with girls ot the same age. These 
facts iudicute lliat the udvocutcs of the 
clgurette industry must oue of these duys 
consent to fur more rigid legislation than is 
now in force to protect tiie children from a 
hubit which is a menace to coming gener- 
ations. It wus probably this fuct which 
convinced tiie opposition to tiie proposed 
clgurette bill that they must ut least make 
u concession in the shupe of this bill in- 
creasing tiie prohibitive age. 

Tiie prophecies in this correspondence of 
the siguul defeat of the ’’semicolon” bill 
were fulfilled by so decisive a vote tliut 
only nine members of the senate went on 
record iu its fuvor. Of these uiue, four 
were republicans while four democruis 
voted uguinst the uicusure. Senator Nutt 
of course voted no. 

Mr. I)unu is in cliurge of a bill as to 
wagering contracts in securities uud com- 
modities which bus been under discussiou 
this week. 

Mr. Dana und bis associates have con- 
tinued their lisurings on the anti-stock 
watering bills aud a report is expected from 
tiie committee ut uuv time. The temper 
of the committee on the judiciary seems to 
be rather adverse to tiie proposed inquiry 
by u speciul commission, uud in fact ad- 
verse to any new legislation. Hut tiie 
writer’s idea us to Mr. Duuu’s attitude is 
tliut lie would dissent from uu udverse re- 
port if it were made. This is an opinion, 
however, uud is not founded uu any 
knowledge of hit* position. 

Mr. Bullard’s committee, railroads, has 
put iu most of its reports, but hus been 
holding buck a bill as to tiie sepurutiou of 
grade crossings iu Haverhill, us the speciul 
grude crossing commission sat on Mouduv, 
and it desired liragand whether tliut body 
really wunted legislation or uot. The ques- 
tion of compulsory 500 mile mileage books 
bus also been wuiliug for u decision from 
the committee. 

The committee on probute und chancery 
were not impressed with the necessity for 
tiie legislation asked by Newton as to pay- 
ments under her water act. It reported 
adversely and the senate uccepled its re- 
port. 

The house debuted the vivisection bill 
yesterday. 

As tiie senate bus accepted the report, no 
further legislation necessury, on the at- 
torney geueiul’s report, there is small prob- 
ability tliut Mr. Dana will attempt to sub- 
stitute u bill In the house, though he dis- 
sented from the report. Senator Atwill 
und Senator Sullivan of the upper brunch 
attempted to substitute u bill to compel 
persons negotiating mortgages of over 
$5,000 from suviugs bunks to register their 
lund Iu tiie land registration court, but they 
failed. The fact seems to be that tiie land 
registration oourt is not appreciated, per- 
haps becuuse it is uot understood. Mann. 


WASHINGTON LETTER. 

(From Our Kegulnr Correspondent.) 

Washington, April 1ft, 1901. 
President MoKInley has oonferred with 
a number of senators and representatives 
on the baok and forth action of the Cuban 
Constitutional Convention on the condi- 
tions offered Cuba, and its deciding to send 
a commission to Washington. The presi- 
dent will courteously receive the commis- 
sion, but will make It plain to them that 
the conditions offered aro final and that 
they must be accepted sooner or later. The 
opinion of the president and those with 
whom he hns oonferred, Including demo- 
crats ns well as republicans, was reflected 
in the following statement made by .Senator 
McComas, just arter having had a talk 
with the president: "The Cubans nre 
simply standing In their own light by 
not accepting the terms of tiie Platt amend- 
ment. This amendment was necessary, just 
and ultimate. We cannot change a single 
one of the provisions of the amendment in 
justice to the Cubans themselves, not tak- 
ing into oousiderntion our own interests. 
Each provision is a prop to the future re- 
public. If a oommlttee comes up here from 
the Cuban Constitutional Convention, I 
think they will find that out. They cer- 
tainty cannot accomplish anything in the 
may of modification to tiie IMatt amend- 
ment. They will learn what they ought to 
know now, that the president has no 
power to repeal or modify an Act of Con- 
gress. They are to be treated all right 
when they visit Washington, but 1 believe 
they will go baok home with plainer ideas 
of the intentions of this government.” Sen- 
ator Cockrell, a democratic member of the 
Senate Committee on Cuba, who has just 
returned from a visit to the island, ex- 
pressed the opinion that tiie convention 
would in the end accept the IMatt amend- 
ment, although, he said he would not be 
surprised if they took several more indeci- 
sive votes before doing so. He evidently 
believes that some of the members of the 
convention wish to be persuaded.

ister the oath to Gen. Logan as a Senator; 
that Senator Morton was dead, and that 
Seuator Thurman was uot iu the Senate 
wheu Gen. Logan wus sworn in for his 
second term Of course, we knew all this, 
but we disregarded it, becuuse we wanted 
those panels to portruy tiie most prominent 
men in the history of the country who 
were in the Senate during the sixteen 
years that my husbnnd was a Senator, The 
selection of those who were to be repre- 
sented on those panels was left to me, and 
I trie*! to select men who served ut some- 
time with Gen. Logan und who were repre- 
sentative of the country’s history, Iu this 
connection I want to say, too, thut tiie 
Commission appointed by Congress to 
have charge of the ereotion of the statue 
decided that the money appropriated by 
Congress should be applied to the base and 
to the figures of man and horse. It wus 
agreed that tiie other funds given toward 
tiie statue should be used for the makiugof 
tiie panels and other decoration of the 
pedestal. This other money was contribut- 
ed by the army of the Tennessee, the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and by 
piivate individuals,” 

A prominent civil engineer of Washing- 
on, who outhe strength of the reoent rumor 
hat an American syndicate, headed by J. 
Pierpont Morgan, had bought or were 
about to buy the franchise of the Panama 
Canal Co., wrote to the headquarters of 
the Panama Railroad Company, in New 
York, offering his services, has received a 
letter from S. Demi tig, Treasurer of that 
company, saying that there was no truth 
whatever in the report tliut J. P. Morgau, 
or anyone else had purchased or were 
negotiating for the purchase of the fran- 
chise of the Panama Canal Company. That 
effectually disposes of that fake. 

Gen. Schofield, who came to Wash- 
ington to preside over the Congress of tiie 
Loyal Legion, of which he is President, 
held last week, said of the Philippines : "1 
regard it as a good tiling for the people of 
this oountry thut there is a problem to be 
worked out in the Philippines.

There is no foundation for the story that 
negotiations for a new treaty witli Great 
Britain, deuiitig with the Isthmian Canal 
question, have been started. After the 
lapsing of the Hay-Paunoefote treaty by 
tiie failure oi Great Britain to accept it, 
President McKinley directed Secretary 
Ilay to ascertain, if possible, from Sena- 
tors, whether two thirds of tiie Senute 
could be counted upon to vote for tiie rati- 
fication of a treaty that would, iu its main 
features, be acceptable both to this govern- 
ment uud thut of Great Britain. This task,

"Then they are told that recently the 
negroes of certain southern states were 
distrauchised, and it Is pointed out to them 
that they are likely to meet the sume con- 
ditions, should they consent to annexat ion. 

"Cuba is now getting just what it needs— 
United States capital, industries whiuh 
are promoted oy Americans will do every- 
thing for tiie country.”

Death of Wm. P. Tewksbury. 

William Plummer Tewksbury, formerly 
proprietor of one of the oldest bookstores 
iu Boston, died Tuesduy afternoon ut his 
residence ou Ilarvurd street, New tonville, 
aged 83 years 10 mouths. He hud beeu ill 
about 10 days with pneumonia. 

Mr. Tewksbury was born in South 
Weure, N. II., and upon attaining his ma- 
jority came to Boston, lie entered tlie 
bookstore of James B. Dow, located ou 
Wushiugton street ou the site now occu 
pied by hotel Savoy. 

After two years he was able to purchase 
the stock from his employer, und thereup- 
on became proprietor, Among Mr. Tewks- 
bury's patrons were somo of the best 
known scholars uud residents of Boston 
uud vioiuity. 

Iu Boston Mr. Tewksbury had a wide 
circle of friends. Hu wus one of the first 
subscribers uud pew-holders of the old 
Trinity church, founded at thut time ou 
Summer street. 

The family removed to Newtouville 
about 35 years ugo. Mr. Tewksbury re- 
tained Ills store until the building of tlie 
old Globe theatre.

Redemption of Revenue Stamps. 

The treasury officials are actively making 
preparations to carry into effect the war 
revenue reduction act, which becomes 
operative on July 1 , 11 ) 01 , and with a view 
to giving the public all information of the 
subjeot possible at this time, the iuterual 
revenue bureau, March 16, issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

All documentary and proprietary revenue 
stamps in the hands of purchasers after 
July 1 , 1901, will be redeemed by the gov- 
ernment uuder the provisions of the uot of 
May 12, 1900. Suoh stamps should be pre- 
seuted for redeuiptiou by theowuers there- 
of to the collector of internal revenue from 
whom they were purchased, who will sup- 
ply the applicant with necessary forms uud 
instructions for the preparutious of his 
claim. It is probable thut regulations will 
be prepared aud issued providing for the 
redemption of imprinted documentary 
stamps without requiring the destruction 
of the checks or drutts on which they ure 
imprinted. 

The amount of stamps which probably 
will he offered for redemption on and after 
July 1 cannot he calculated with any de- 
gree of accuracy, but the officials most 
lamiliar with the subject estimate that of 
the classes of stumps for documents, 
checks, etc., from which the tax wus en- 
tirely removed, the redemption may aggre- 
gate $1,500,000 and possibly less. This es- 
timate is based upou the assumption thut 
the public w ill buve on baud ou July 1 one 
mouth’s supply. Tne articles upon which 
the tax was reduced represeut a very much 
larger sum, but iu those cases the redemp- 
tion will be in the nature of au exchange, 
although these stamps, like the others, 
probably will be redeemed iu cash, but 
other stamps made to conform to the re- 
duction iu tbe rate of tux will be immedi 
ritely issued, so thut the net loss to the gov- 
ernment will uot be very large.

SCHOOL BOARD. 


M VTTKnfl OF ROUTINE RUSINESS RECEIVE 
COXSIDBKAIlt.F ATTF.NTION -PETITION 
FOIt CON H NUANCE OF HINOt.E SESSION 
IN BIGELOW DWTRICT. 


About the first item of interest consid- 
ered after the school board session opened 
Wednesday evening, was the announce- 
ment that 82.r/>i 24 had been receiver! as 
the dog tax of 1000 and credited to the 
school board account. In reply to Mr. 
Howes’ query Mrs. Sherwood said the fig- 
ures showed an increase of 850 over 1809. 
They seldom varied from year to year, she 
added. 

The communication of the board of aider- 
men relative to orders recently passed by 
that body authorizing plans for several 
school houses was referred to the commit- 
tee on school houses. 

Miss Virginia Lyons resigned her posi- 
tion as teacher of Noyd in the Hyde school. 
Newton Highlands, having received a 
flattering offer from the Boston school 
authorities. Miss Ruth A. Ayers was ap- 
pointed her successor. 

The committee on school houses was 
granted further time on its report regarding 
an evening school at Newton Centre. 

The reque»Ts of the Social Science club 
and of the Newton Centre Women’s c!ub 
for use of the Jackson and Rice school 
buildings respectively, in which to con- 
duct summer schools, were received and 
the necessary permission granted. 

Soon alter discussion of the joint report 
of members of the school board and of the 
board of aldermen relative to the needs of 
school houses in different parts of the city, 
(already published in full in the Gp.ai*uic> 
was opened, the board went into executive 
session. 

It was on Mr. Gorham’s motion that this 
action was taken. It is always Mr. Gor- 
ham w ho makes this motion, or has for the 
last few sessions, and to him the reporters 
are indebted for being relieved from a 
lanreatnouut of uninteresting debate. 

Finally it was voted to receive this re- 
port. 

A large number of parents of the Bigelow 
district petitioned for a continuance of the 
one session plan at the Bigelow building. 
The superintendent was authorized to give 
this matter earnest attention and preseut 
a written report at the board's May meet- 
ing. 

SUPERINTENDENT FIFIELD’S REPORT. 

In his monthly report Mr. Fifield said in 
substance: 

"The spring term of the schools opened 
April 8th with increased attendance in the 
Kindergarten aud primary grades. 

“The High school is remarkable in 
having a membership of over 700. in a city 
ot less than :<4,U00 inhabitants, aud in re- 
taining its numbers with small losses 
throughout the year. 

"The following assistant teachers having 
temporary appointments have withdrawn. 
Miss Mabel A. Foster of the Underwood 
primary. Miss Mabel G. Emerson of the 
Adams kindergarten. Their places will be 
tilled by competent substitutes for the bal 
anee of the school year. 

"Wheu the proposed new school build- 
ings are completed in different villages, 
those sections of the city wi 1 be properly 
accommodated fora lung term of years.aud 
will be able to have classes averaging only 
35 pupils to each teacher, which is not an 
ideal, but a practical, condition so lung as 
the tendency is toward a shorter school 
year, a shorter school day, and a long 
school program. 

,Vw mg to the unusual duration of cold 
and wet weather wt* have beeu compelled 
to use an extraordinary amount of fuel 
since Jau. 1, 1901. When bills already in- 
curred are i»aid, there will be a balance of 
baldly 8;i5oo, as compared with about $4900 
a year ago. Under these conditions we 
shall he unable to purchase and store in 
the summer vacation, which is the proper 
time to put iu our fuel, a quantity of coal 
equal to the capacity ot our bins. We shall, 
therefore, another w inter, as in tae past, 
he compelled to purchase coal in small 
quantities, wheu the price is rising, and 
the quality is not equal to that which we 
obtain iu the summer, besides being sub- 
ject to the risk of having to close one or 
more schools in case ot a sudden strike or 
blizzard. This couoitiou ot things could 
he leuiedied by a different apportionment 
of the appiop: iation lor fuel by tUe City 
Government, involving an addition to the 
sum this * ear, bat not increasing tlie aggre- 
gate.

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State House Letter. 


(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston, April 24. 

Those who would have ns believe it 
possible to close up the work of the general 
court And be prorogued In live weeks are 
men of optimism indeed. If they could be 
weeks like the present one, when long days 
can be devoted to debate, with slight inter- 
ruptions, this might be possible, but with a 
bin redlstriotlng scheme on hand, to say 
nothing of the important measures still 
held up by comm ttees, the pros, ect Is 
not reassuring. 

President Cat ter of the Boston Associat- 
ed Boards of Trade is understood to have 
concluded it to be wise to postpone detinite 
notion on the question of the subway for 
another year at least. The reason for this 
conclusion is that within a comparatively 
few days the elevated railway is expeoted 
to bo in operation, and when it is ascer- 
tained how the t levelling public accommo- 
dates itself to this new mode of transporta- 
tion it is believed the question of where 
the second subway shall be located will be 
easier to decide. But. on the other hand, 
the committee on metropolitan affairs, 
which has designated a sub-committee to 
draw up a bill providing for a second sub- 
way, sees as do many others that the fact 
that the two tracks in the sttbway must 
now be abandoned to the elevated roads, so 
that the only use to which the main sub- 
way can be put by surface cars is to enter 
at Causeway street aud run into the Scollay 
square loop and back again. l'he Public 
Garden and Boylston street line to Park 
street will not be disturbed. Of course 
this means serious trouble for the surface 
cars that still must cross Boston, When 
the elevated road soheme was originally de 
signed the argument of course was thnt so 
far as traffic between Bostnu and Koxbury 
was concerned the elevated road would 
take care of it. But no sooner had J. Pier- 
pout Morgan's interest secured the elevat- 
ed franchise and the amendments to the 
bill whioh made it possible for the present 
road to be built than President Bancroft 
clearly saw* that it would be impossible to 
abandon the surface curs from Charles- 
town to iloxbury. As these cars must be 
run over streets that are now crowded with 
electrics, it is plainly evident that the 
sooner work begins on the subway the 
better. Until that subway is built i apid 
transit will continue to be the dream which 
it has been for so many years in Boston. 

Within a few days the House is likely to 
be in the throes of debate over the C( pley 
square height of buildings bill. While there 
is a disposition to assume that nobody par- 
ticularly cares whether Westminster 
Chambers remains at its present height or 
not, this of course is in the nature of bluff, 
and as a mutter of fact no stone will be 
loft unturned to prevent adverse autiou by 
the general court. Still, it is a great pro- 
blem how any bill could be drawn and sub- 
stituted which would not be vetoed by the 
Governor or which could be passed over 
his veto. 

The question of a permanent tenure of 
office for members of police departments 
in cities has been postponed until it is 
found what will be done by the general 
court on the bill which has been reported 
to provide pensions for members of police 
departments. The committee on cities 
added a local referendum t» the bill, aud 
then reported it so that Newton or any 
other city by vote of the council cau in- 
augurate a pension system The committee 
reported against a bill which should ulso 
include towns, although that was greatly 
desired by Milton citizens, bo many mem- 
bers dissented, however, that the probabili- 
ty is that the general bill will be enacted 
into law. 

Mr. Dana has carried through his bill to 
change the law as to wagering contracts in 
securities, and it will uow go to the Senate. 
The Newton member has Oeen passing the 
report of the judiciary committee, no fur- 
ther legislation uecessary, on the attorney 
general’s report, it was assumed in order to 
give his reasons for desiring a law to pro- 
vide for registering real estate property 
mortgaged to savings banks in the court of 
land registration. He finally allowed me 
report to be accepted, however. Mr. Dana 
is winning the confidence of members of 
the House, and it would not be strange if 
lie secured the substitution of the bill when 
he states his case. 

Yesterday the House considered the ad- 
verse reports of the metropolitan commit- 
tee on the McNary bill for a new metropoli- 
tan police board of Boston, and also on the 
W. II. Baker petition for a repeal of the 
board of police act. Mr. Baker.it is under- 
stood, was to file charges against the police 
board with the Governor and demand an 
Investigation. He deferred action on this 
matter, however, uutil he could liud how 
yesterday’s discussion proceeded. The 
statement has been made that the charges 
he will lile with His Excellency unless lie 
gets his bill will contain 180 specifications 
and that to prove them lie is prepared to 
produce some 200 witnesses. 

Of course the Governor and council eau- 
not overlook charges of this nature, 
though whether hearings will be given by 
members of the council is rather doubtful. 
Meanwhile the protest of Brighton clergy- 
men against the location of a saloon in 
Allston have proved so powerful thut the 
licen-e 1ms been refused, and these reverend 
gentlemen have been successful in this 
direction. Yet they carried their protests 
still further aud addressed His Excellency 
in relation to other places in Brighton. 
1 esterday the Governor gave Kev. Mr. 
Berle u still further hearing. It is under- 
stood, however, that the Governor will not 
issue any public decision in regard to this 
matter, but will contiue himself to sending 
a communication to the metropolitan board 
of police so thut all the public will know 
about what he may have done will come 
through the action of that board on the 
questions involved. Acquiescence m all 
that tiie Governor desires will doubtless re- 
sult uot only m better conditions, but will 
be well for the board. Should it leluse to 
do anything lie may ask a decided change 
in the persuuel of the commission may be 
confidently predicted. T. Mouroe Murphy, 
whose license ban be-u revoked, yesterday 
asked the Governor to give him u hearing 
on the matter. 

Mr Bullard got Into two insurance de- 
bates last week. One in opposition to a 
bill offered by Mr. li organ of Boston to 
provide that all foreign insurance compan- 
ies doing u casualty business in this Com- 
monwealth should deposit with the treas- 
urer of the state one-twentieth of their

On Monday a special committee of 30- 
manufacturoa aud mercantile uffalrs-fa- 
vorably reported two bill.-, one to provide 
for the consolidation of Die Boston electric 
light company with the Edison Electric 
Illuminating company, and the other a gen- 
eral anti trust bill as to the consolidation of 
electric light companies. There were nine 
dissenters ou the latter question and two 
on the first. Whether the S •mite will con- 
clude to pass the anti-trust bill in the form 
in which it was reported is an open ques 
tlou. .Several senators on the committee 
feel that too much power is given the gas 
and electric light commissioners in the di- 
rection of approving or disapproving con- 
tracts between companies as to furnishing 
eleotrloity to one another . a i all these 
meJRm-s have to do with electric lighting, 
uud us for yeurs the gus coiupauies have 
been perru i tied to sell one another the 
product of their plants, it is felt thut such 
a bill would be unwise. Mann.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, April 22, 1901. 

President McKinley has started in on a 
very busy week, the last he will spend in 
Washington until after the middle of June. 
There are lots of important matters that 
must he disposed of before he starts ou his 
long trip, aud in order to find the time to 
do his part of the work he has had to an- 
nounce that he would see no callers except 
upon important public business. It can 
hardly be said that the committee from the 
Cuban Constitutional Convention are on 
important public busiuess, so useless is 
their trip to Washington, but President 
McKinley has promised to see them and he 
will do so. It will not take long for him to 
say all he has to say to them. He has had 
a talk with Gen. Wood, who came ahead of 
the Cubans, and who had previously told 
them about the same thing thut the Presi- 
dent will say to them. By special appoint- 
ment President McKinley will receive the 
two new Senators from Nebraska. Senator 
Dietrich he knows very well, but he will 
meet Senator Millard for the first time. 

Gen. MacArthur cables that Aguinaldo’s 
manifesto acknowledging American sover- 
eignty of the Philippines has been well re- 
ceived and that he has no doubt It will very 
shortly put au end to all armed resistance 
to our authority; also that'the petty frauds 
iu the commissary department at Manila, 
which huve been so greutly magnified in 
this couutry, are being thoroughly investi- 
gated. 

Judge J. W. Dimmick, the Alubama 
member of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, who is now in Washington, said of 
the political outlook: ‘‘The republican 
nominee for the Presidency in 1901 will un- 
doubtedly figure promiueutly iu the con- 
gressional campaign of next year. Tims 
lur there lias been absolutely no sentiments 
expressed in the South about candidates, so 
lur as 1 know. 1 do not believe President 
McKinley will try in the least to influence 
tin- selection of his republican successor, 
but inherently, whether he will or not. bis 
administration is certain to have no small 
power in iiuming the inau so far us the 
feouth is concerned. Mr. McKinley has 
done marvels for the South since lie be- 
came president and democrats as well us re- 
publicans recognise the iact.” 

The department of agriculture observed 
Arbor Day to day by formal exercises, in- 
cluding uii address by Secretary Wilson 
aud the planting of several trees in the 
grouuds of the department, one of them au 
oak, named in honor of Hou. Jeremiah M. 
Rusk, former Secretary of Agriculture. 
Secretary Wilson, believes this offlolal ex- 
ample is the best way to encourage the gen- 
eral observation of Arbor Day by tree 
planting throughout the couutry, uud he 
luieuds to repeut it auuuully. 

Secretary Root has hud a new Cuban 
problem presented for his consideration, 
und it isa knotty one, too. When the 
Foraker amendment prohibiting the grant- 
ing of public franchises iu Cuba during its 
i occupancy by the U. S. military authorities 
went through Congress, almost without op 
position, there was a special enactment, in 
tended lor the benefit of the sugar planta- 
tions uud other industries, permitting the- 
owners of laud iu Cubu to ouild railroads 
thereon without government permission. 
Taking udvuntage ol that, u wealthy syndi- 
cate, mostly Canadians, headed by Sir Wil- 
liam Van Horne, bought a strip of lund 
two hundred miles long, between Santa 
Clara uud Suutiugo, and started the con- 
struction of u railroad. There was no 
Double about getting right of way across 
Die jurisdictions of the several Cui-au mu- 
nicipalities ulong its route, their right in 
that direction having been left them, but 
it wus discovered that the ruilroud could 
not cross u public highway without con- 
sent of this government. Sir William Van 
Horne spent several days Iu Washington 
trying to secure thut consent. The Cubans 
are anxious that this railroud should be 
completed, but Secretary Root is iu doubt 
whether giving Die couseut of tills govern- 
ment to the crossing of the public high ways 
by the ruilroud would be a violation of the 
Foraker uuti franchise amendment. At- 
torney General Kuox has been culled upon 
to assist iu solving the problem. 

The fiscal year ending June. ’10.1901, prom 
ises to beut tiie recoid in the value of our 
exports. Last year they reached the enor- 
mous umouut of $1,394,000,000, but the ex- 
perts of tiie Treasury Burtuu of Statistics 
are certain that will be hugely exceeded 
this year and ooufident that Die amount 
will go beyond a billion and u Half dollars. 
At the close of Mutch, the gain on last year 
was more than 880,(XJO,000. In this year's 
Increase the furuiers of the country ure tire 
chief beneficiaries, their products showing 
j a greater peioeutage of increase tbuu those 


of the manufacturers, while last year and 
the year before the manufacturers were 
tne largest gainers. With this showing, 
added to the fact that this government now 
owns more gold than it ever owned before 
aud more than any other government iu 
the world’s recorded history ever owned, 
surely republicans have a right to feel 
proud of their administration, their Con- 
giess and their party. 

Senator Frye, who has just returned from 
a visit to San Domingo, where he went for 
a rest, said of that islaud ; “We do not 
want San Domingo— not even as a gift. 
The natives think we do however. They 
are suspicious of everything thut an Amer- 
can does. It would be a good thing for 
them, but a bad thing for us, if we took 
over the country. The officials of San Do- 
rn Ingo are a fine lot, There are ten in every 
place where one would be sufficient. They 
have no modern improvements and don’t 
seem to waut to advance.” ,

NEW SCHOOL HOUSES. 


Preliminary orders for tlie erection of 
new * school buildings in Auburmlnle and 
N ewton'Ce litre bnve been recently adopted 
by the Aldermen. In Auburndale, n new 
8 [room brick building is to be erected on 
the [Ash street lot, and we believe the 
board has acted wisely in this decision. 
The recommendation of the conference 
committee for an addition to the Williams 
school was understood to be merely a tem- 
porary makeshift, and the final vote was 
virtually between the advocates of tlie 
new building nt tlie present time and those 
who desired a delay of a year or two. 

In Newton Centre, the Board lias de- 
clared itself in favor of a new lt» room 
brick building on the present site of the 
Mason school. In this case the only mat- 
ter of disagreement, (outside (»f the much 
debated architectural competition) was 
over the size of the building. The confer- 
ence committee recommended 1(5 rooms, 
while the public property committee re- 
ported in favor of hut 12, with plans to 
allow of future enlargement to 1(5. The 
point involved here is of considerable im- 
portance, 

The public property committee believes 
that the growth of school population in 
the Mason district will ultimately result in 
primary schools at Chestnut Hill and in 
the vicinity of Walnut and Pcacon streets. 
These outlying primary schools will un- 
doubtedly contain one or two grammar 
grades and, with the new building contem- 
plated at Thompsonville will greatly re- 
lieve the present Rice (primary) and 
Mason (grammar) schools in the heart of 
the district. The Rice school now contains 
8 rooms, a rather large number for a pri- 
mary school, and with a new 12 room 
grammar building, ought to provide am- 
ple accommodations until the proposed 
primaries are erected on the outskirts of 
the district. We fail to see the logic by 
which aldermen who opposed the build- 
ing of a new school house at Atihurmlule 
on the ground of expense, can advocate 
the erection of the larger and costlier 
building at Newton Centre, when a 12 
room building is admitted by the Supt. <»f 
Schools to he enough for present needs 
with 2 rooms to spare. 

Attention is called to the immediate re- 
sponse of the aldermen to the demands of 
Newton Centre for u new building, in con- 
trast to the many delays over that desired 
by Auburndule. In the first case, the 
citizens were united, had prepared an un- 
answerable argument, and presented their 
desires in a business like manner. On the 
other hand, the citizens were not united, 
the school census Hutucuted, and only the 
jMTseverance of a faithful few, brought 
about the recent favorable action of the 
city government. 


OPEN OR CLOSE COMPETITION. 


Much discussion has taken place in City 
Hull of late, as to the method of selecting 
architects for the proposed new school 
building. One party earnestly advocates 
•competition between live architects ^selec- 
ted by the mayor, the unsuccessful candi- 
dates to be puid 8100 each for their labor. 
Another is equally insistent that every ar- 
chitect should lie allowed to submit plans, 
'without compensation. A third view 
would limit the latter proposition to resi- 
dents of Newton. 

The hoard has voted both ways on the 
tjuestion. The plans for TIiniupHoitvilh* 
and Newton Centre, will he seleeted by 
unlimited competition. Auburndale will 
l>e more exclusive, and w ill have hut live 
designs from which to choose. 

There are arguments on both sides, but 
w e are inclined to favor those advanced by 
tin- advocates of close competition. When 
large sums of money, aggiegutiug over 
£ 200,0110 ure to be expended in school ac- 
commodations for OUT childieli, the best is 
none too good. Rv selecting live architects 
of know n ability in school buildings, good 
results are almost certain* Such architects 
rarely enter u contest, unless the expenses 
of draughting their pluus are guaranteed 
them. 

In unlimited competition, however, ex- 
pfiiscs cannot lie assured, and it there foie 
follows thut only architects w ill enter w ho 
cuu afford u possible loss of time u ml 
labor. Jt stands to reason, therefore, that 
even these architects will not put the same 
amount of work into plans from which they 
inuy not realize anything, us would he 
given by u higher grade of men whose ex- 
penses ure guaranteed. 

On the other huml with unlimited com- 
petition, the possible successful architect 
of the future muy Is* given an opportunity 
to displuy his budding ability, and us one 
alderman has observed, “No one knows 
the dwelling place of geulus." 

We do not believe however, that the city 


of New ton should run any dinners of not 
securing the very best plans, and there- 
fore heartily fax or the limited competition 
for school house designs. 

An opportunity has been given to place 
the two kinds of competition side by side, 
and the quality of plans submitted for 
Auburndale and Newton Outre will be 
eagerly awaited by the advocates of each 
method.

We fail to see any valid reason for delay 
in granting the petition of Henry L. llig- 
ginsun and others for the appointment of a 
commission to consider the feasibility of 
constructing a dam near the West Boston 
or Craigie bridges. The recent replies 
from United States officials would seem to 
allay any objection from that quarter, and 
the knowledge to he obtained from the in- 
vestigation would he worth the cost. 

This city is interested in any attempt to 
improve and beautify the Charles river* 
and w hile only a small portion of the city 
adjoins the portion of the river affected by 
the proposed dam, we have no doubt but 
wlmt the whole city would gladly assume 
our proportionate part of the expense. 


IMMIGRATION. 


We invite attention tp the able and inter- 
esting address on this subject, which will 
be found in another column. Mrs. Sitnklio- 
vitcli, its author, brings to the subject a 
thorough knowledge of sociology, obtained 
by study at home and abroad, and practical 
experience in the College Settlement of 
New York City. Tlie subject embraces 
many problems, all of which are stated 
fully and distinctly, and is worthy of the 
thoughtful consideration of nil interested 
in the future of our country.

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“ THE IMMIGRANT’S CHILD.” 

Subject of An Interesting Address Delivered by Hrs 
Hary Kingsbury Simkhovitch 

Heard by an Appreciative Audience of Prominent Newton Women 
At Social Science Club neetinfc. 


The following interesting and instructive 
address was made at a reoent meeting of 
the Social Science Club by Mrs. Mary 
Kingsbury Simkhovitch of the College 
Settlement of Now York: — 

Down from the hills rushes a tiny stream 
clear and beautiful increasing in volume 
and beauty. Sluggishly through the oalm 
and fertile fields flows another stream gold- 
en and wide. One day they meet. Hut for 
miles and miles the two streams flow side 
by side. It is only after a long companion- 
ship that the marriage of the two streams 
takes place and the Mississippi emerges 
one river powerful, carrying all before it. 

From all over the world little streams of 
humanity are pouring into our continent. 
Some, joining the main current high up 
near the source are already an integral part 
of the river of American civilization. 
Others coming later still preserve their 
Identity aud flow side by side with the 
main stream. 

IIow’ soon shall we see all these waters 
mingled together into the resistless cur- 
rent of national unity? 

Statistics oannot tell us. History is not 
much help. Only the experiences we have 
already had can give us any light. What 
our immigration has been, and what the 
changes are that are taking place tell us 
something of the actual state of affairs. 
The difficulties of our immigration prob. 
lem present another than a descriptive 
side. They ask us questions and make de- 
mands. They come waiting lobe solved. 

The process of assimilation is therefore 
twofold— one the natural absorption that 
has taken place, is taking place and will 
continue to take place : the other, the con- 
scious help society can give to render as- 
similation easier and at the same time less 
wasteful. What we shall think about tUie 
morning is especially the socially conscious 
side of assimilation based more particu- 
larly upon those changes from the parent 
stock that we notice in the immigrant’s 
child. 

It is not so much the immigrant himself 
that will interest us, as the elTeot of the 
sooial environment upon him and esDecial- 
]y upon his child. Race characteristics, we 
shall consider rather in conueotion with 
sooial environment than as a study in 
themselves. Nevertheless it will be neces- 
sary in order to get the proper focus to see 
something of our immigration movement as 
a whole. Aud we shall thus turn first to a 
brief and rather dry description of the 
stream of immigration trom the early part 
of the 19th Century to the present time. 

As this is primarily a sooial study we i 
shall use as few statistics as possible. 

Prior to 1820 there are little or no official 
data respecting immigration. The early 
statistical writers generally agree however 
in estimating the number of immigrants ar- 
riving in the United States from the close of 
the Revolutionary War to 1820 to have been 
250,000. Of course we need not remind 
ourselves that everybody was an immi- 
grant at a still early period. We have no 
time to enter here upon the effects of the 
earliest immigration of all. The stamp of 
Fugland was the strongest. Hut hardly 
less marked were the stolidity, patience, 
perseverance aud generally solid character- 
istics of the Dutch. The influence of the 
French Huguenots has left a hardly less 
remarkable impression. Aud what shall 
we say of the criminals exported from 
England and lauded on our shores to de- 
velop into the poor white trash of later 
days? 

Hut of the early revolutionary period we 
are not thiuking. Indeed the elements of 
our nation we do not think of as immi- 
grants. We think of them as constituent 
parts. Nor do we look ahead to the time, 
ages to come, when our land shall be seen 
in prooess of making for hundreds of 
years. The immigrants of today are the 
first families of day after tomorrow. 

An analysis of immigration by nationali- 
ties shows remarkable changes iu the pro- 
portions duriug the last few decades Dur- 
ing the forty years from 1821 to 18<iu over 
cue half of the entire immigration wus 
from Euglaud aud Ireland, aud over one 
third was from Ireland Duriug the decade 
of 1841 to 1850 the Irish immigration rose 
iu fact to such a figure that it was over 45 
per cent, of the total. The German immi- 
gration reached its highest proportionate 
poiut in the decade 1851 to 1800 when it 
constituted 80 Oper cent, of the whole. 

Since 1800 the highest Irish and German 
immigration has decreased in relative im- 
portance, aud that from the south and 
east of Europe has become more important. 

The early period of immigration when 
the Irish aud German elements predomin- 
ated so largely, quite a large proportion 
were agriculturists, mechanics and skilled 
laborers. A number of school teuchers 
were recruited from this class. At one 
period early iu the ceutury (I was unable 
to ascertain the exact date; all the book- 
sellers iu 1'biladelphia but two were for- 
eign. Aud of the five newspapers iu that 
city two were owned by Englishmen aud 
two by Irishmen. Hut succeeding to this 
cluss of immigrants came an influx of 
people who helped to form the delinquent 
classes, aided it must be said by the indis- 
criminate charity iu vogue at l’hiludelpbia 
ut that time (Arthur ilyde). 

The early hordes of immigrants came 
here impelled by a variety of causes. In 
Ireland by the famine; in Germany by | 
commercial depression, uud of course the 
discovery of gold iu California helped to 
accelerate the movement aud to open up 
the vast west. Within the memory of 
mauy now living it was a common sight 
to see the ships unladen -aud the Germuu 
emigrants fresh lroui their ocean voyage 
re-embarking on the prairie wagous lor a 
quite as perilous journey into the vast un- 
known territories lying west of the Miss- 
issippi- 

The west and the uorthwest owe their 
rapid development to the perseverance of 
these aliens. The prosperity of this coun- 
try uud the working oi its vast resources 
would have been retarded no one knows 
how long had it not been lor these sturdy 
foreigners who so soon have become au in- 
tegial part of our uational being. 

During six years from 1847 to 1854 there 
went west two aud a hull millious of per- 
sons when the entire population did uot ex 
ceed 28,-UO.OOO. 80 per cent, of the immi- 
grants of this period were Irish aud Ger- 
man. it was iu 1808 that the Scandinavian 
influx began, the most decided impress of 
this immigration being left on the uorth- 
west. In 1880 began the immigration from 
Russia uud Austria Hungary aud Italy. At 
present the Italian immigration is the 
strongest. 

There are still whole villages in the 
uorthwest where Eugllsb is not spoken, 
but still 1 thiuK w e are quite safe iu saying 
that taken in the large, w e have no longer 
an Irish problem, a Germuu problem or a 
Scandinavian problem. We have un Irish 
problem of course wherever we have a 
political municipal problem ; but this is 
rather a problem of the iudifl'erent cul- 


that there is no Irish, German or Scandi- 
navian problem, 1 mean there is no hard 
stone in the stomach of the problem that 
won’t dissolve. These three raoos then 
we may dismiss from our mind except as 
we meet them in considering municipal 
problems. 

And in fact the question of immigration 
can as a whole be translated pretty fairly 
into a question of congestion. \V e have 
an immigration question in a solid mining 
community, in a solid compact industrial 
community, and in the large cities. Hut 
we have no immigration agricultural ques- 
tion. The country has done its work of 
absorption. And of course the whole 
problem is unknown practioally in the 
south. For under the institution of sla- 
very, there was no room for free labor and 
the tide of Immigration lias little to turn It 
southward. 

We can then turn to the great oitles as 
the principal point of Interest in our sub- 
ject. And I shall confine myself in any 
concrete statements to the city of New 

When one turns to New York It is with a 
double feeling. One of relief, because one 
knows that in a way New York is strongly 
untypical of the rest of the country ; and 
one of apprehension for New York which 
is so untypical is yet the key of the coun- 
try. Its influence is felt widely beyond 
its boundaries. 

It is not only conspicuous but also ner- 
vously associated with tbe industrial and 
commercial life of the continent. How 
New York solves its problems affects in 
one way or another every smaller centre 
iu the country. 

Aud New York is a city of foreigners. 
"Show me an American I” whispered to 
me a foreign friend of mine on an 
electrio car one day. "I’m the nearest to 
it’’ I had to answer, Y'ou all know the 
story of the South Amerioan lady who 
came to New York to learn English and 
having gained, as she supposed, a com- 

E lete mastery of our language returned 
ome speaking a fluent Gerrnau. 

When one considers that New York is 
the third largest German oity in the world, 
that our politics are kindly attended to for 
us by the ever ready and obliging Irish- 
man, that there are certainly over 100,000 
Jews who live south of 14th Street, that 
the Italians are pouring iu every year in in- 
creasing numbers ; when one recalls that in 
New York we have not only one Ghetto 
and at least two little ltalys, but that we 
have a Syrian quarter, and a Chinese 
quarter, besides distinct settlements of 
Greeks, all varieties of Slavs, Magyars, 
Croatians, and a floating American popula- 
tion, also a French quarter and of course a 
colored quarter,— the rest of the space be- 
ing occupied by Irish and Germans, when 
one considers all this, one is instinctively 
impressed with something akin to terror. 
How much reason is there iu this terror? 
What grounds have we for alarm and are 
there not on tbe other hand mauy elements 
of encouragement? 

What happens to the immigrant after he 
lauds at the Harge office? Where does he 
disappear? What ot him the day after he 
lauds aud what of bis child? 

Most of the newcomers have friends 
waiting for them. It is worth while to go 
down and see this welcome into a new 
land. Howling Green must have a thousand 
memories tucked away under its sods. 
This little patch of bright green always 
seems to give an especially warm welcome 
to the Irish girl. Overlooking the green 
aud the harbor is a pretty old yellow house 
with a balcony running around it with the 
Inscription "Mission of Our Lady of the 
Rosary.” This is the most picturesque of 
ull the societies for the protection of the 
inoomiug immigrant girl. 

It is oovious that ot ull the immigrants, 
the Irish and German feel most at home ou 
landing. There is a little chapel at the 
Mission of Our Lady of the Rosary, and 
where the Faith is, there the devout Catho- 
lic is at home. These girls almost all come 
to go into domestic service. They are by 
no means trained, but Father Henry, the 
director, tells me there is no difficulty 
whatever iu getting places for them. On 
the other hand tbe demand is so great that 
practically good wages are paid at once. 
This is a premium on incompetence. On 
the otner hand the Irish are quick to pick 
up uew ways. 

1 asked Father Henry if it would uot be 
a good idea to have a training school for 
domestic service in connection with the 
Missiou. He agreed that it would, but it is 
tbe general opinion thut tbe girls who can 
get good wages ut once, ure not going to 
wait to get trained if they can begin to 
send money home immediately. The Irish 
girl does not remain u greenhorn long. It 
is only a question of a lew mouths at most 
when the latest styles are adopted by her. 
She falls iu with the ways of her friends. 
She has no difficulty of language to over- 
come. in fact she lias simply stepped from 
old poverty stricken Ireland into new 
stylish Ireland. She is at home. There is 
practically no bridge to cross. And if the 
Irish immigrant makes himself and her- 
self so much ut home ut once, there is a 
still added touch to the Irish immigrant's 
child. The irish iu the 2d generation are 
aristocratic and exclusive. 

1 live iu a neighborhood very largely 
composed of this element it is what is 
known us au old residential quarter, it is 
a very heterogeneous neighborhood if seen 
from tbe inside. From the outside it is a 
monotonous and Philistine region darkened 
by the elevated road, enlivened somewhat 
by a stray street or so where the Italian has 
made his way, or where the Bohemian has 
settled. .Swedish coatmakers ply a highly 
moral sweatshop trade here aud there, and 
Jewish shoe shops uud little dry goods 
stores dot the uveiiues. German groceries 
and bakeries and delicatessan shops give a 
little vunety to the scene, but still our 
quarter is most strongly stumped by the 
Irish. Our own Settlement gives u vivid 
example of the exclusiveness ol the Irish 
race, who try their best to keep out tbe 
others. What it is based on is bard to see. 
Hut every Irishmuu is a patriot by tempera- 
ment. He must be a patriot of something 
even if be is constitutionally agiu the 
government. He is an uuurcbist patriot so 
to speak, ugulust wiiat others do, but iu 
favor of his own ideus, which however, 
never seem to gel c early defined. He is 
eloquent, but it is eloquence pure and sim- 
ple tbut is bis forte, uot eioqueuoe for u 
purpose. 

Tbe deepest things in him seem to hang 
about his inspiration for conversation. His 
art is tbe con versutioual ait. His purpose, 
companionship. Ill-, life, friendship. 

His life is a social sense uiioorrelated to a 
puipose. I believe his success iu politius 
to be due to this gift lor companionship. 
Where eloquence is needed, or where 
friendship plays u great political role (aud 
thut it is boutid to do iu u democracy), 
there the irislrmui: rises. Truth compels 
us to reflect thut these ure his principal 
uveiiues of advancement. Economic ques- 
tions or our public utiuirs do uot primarily 
interest our ioung Irishmen. Aud us for 
the girls— these girls of the 2d generation, 
public affairs hardly exist for them, The 
cliaructer of our educational system is seen 
iu the answers to some questions 1 asked 
recently iu oue of our working girls’ clubs 
I wus buviug a little talk ou what is some- 
what technically uud pompously called 
current events. The girls were belweeu 17 
uud 28 years of age. They hud of course 
gone to school ouly till they were 14 the 
legal working age. They hud therefore 


was a little startled on asking "do you 
know where there Is any wnr now?” to 
hear one girl reply, "Yes, with the Boers in 
England.” Then I asked if wo were at 
war with anybody? Nobody knew and 
finally somebody hazarded "In Indiana.” 
Every one of these girls dresses with con- 
siderable taste, every one has quite an im- 
pressive manner and some sooial charm. 

The Irish, as I have said, do not make an 
Amerioan problem. But they do make n 
oity problem. The shiftlessness of the 
Irish, their look of purpose, their lack of 
serious ambition in any line, their rendi 
ness to get into rows, their fondness for 
alcohol and their inability to drink with- 
out snocombing to its effeots, their lack of 
restraint, all these make the Irish the most 
difficult to deal with. The organized chari- 
ties feel the heavy weight of the problem. 
The Settlement feels the difficulty of creat- 
ing initiative or ambition. The Irish do 
not want anything. Life is attractive

enough to them just simply as existence. 

In New York I feel from all the evidence 
that 1 oan gather that the 2 d generation of 
the Irish are by no means an improvement 
on the first. The first had no objection to 
domestio service or to day labor. The 
second wants a higher class of job without 
being willing to be trained for It. Added 
to the lack of ambition and indeed enter- 
ing into it ns nn integral part must be 
notioed all those psychological and physi- 
cal chungea that nre due in part to a more 
highly developed industrial system and 
partly to the deteriorating effoot of tene- 
ment house life. 

The types of manhood growing up In 
New York are certainly no improvement 
on those of the preceding generation. 

We cannot understand anything about 
the immigrant’s ohild in New York unless 
we consider somewhat closely the influence 
of tenement house life. We all know that 
nowhere in the world has the tenement 
problem reached suoh a magnitude as It 
1ms in New York. And it is a terrible re- 
flection upon the Indifference and torpor of 
the sooial conscience of New York in its 
earlier years that these frightful monu- 
ments of cupidity and social indifference 
should have beeu allowed to exist at all. 

You are all familiar with Jacob Riis’s 
sketches of tenement house life in New 
York, You know something of the dramatio 
side of its evils. The fires in the tenement 
houses, the filth, the oyerorowding, all 
these are familiar enough in contemporary 
pictures of New York life. And yet it is 
only when one has lived In a tenement 
house district day in and day out, when one 
has seen uot only tbe evils, but also all the 
humorous and sunny sides of lile lived in 
the tenement that the insidious evils of life 
uuder such conditions become clear, and 
rise up before one like a black shadow 
coloring one’s whole mentul vision. The 
world can never look the same again as it 
did before the shadow came. The whole 
nervous strain of the tenement is one of its 
most serious features The social friction 
of so many people, so much noise, so tunny 
smells, is heightened by a growing thirst 
for all sorts of excitement. All the chil- 
dren have a pasty look occasioned by late 
hours, improper food, und insufficient op- 
portunity for healthful recreution. 

The oare of the hallways is generally left 
with the housekeeper, who acts as a kind 
of agent for the landlord, collecting the 
rents, and generally getting her rooms free 
from rent iu return for taking care of the 
hallways. The housekeepers are as u class 
one grade higher thau the other tenants in 
poiut of cleanliness and intelligence, but 
too often they get their positions through 
"pull.” Perhaps a woman is a widow with 
several children. She needs the job aud 
gets it ou the ground of her need, uot of her 
capacity. The tenements are rarely visited 
by the Board of Health. The building in- 
spectors are quite uniformly bribed by 
the speoulutive builders, so that plans in- 
famous when within the limits of the law 
are still worse when finally executed, 

There is no pretense made to obey the 
law In regard to lighting the hallways, 
which are often pitch dark, so that iu going 
upstairs one climbs over children crawling 
ubout. These halls are a menace to publio 
morality. Where rooms ure dark, where 
smells come up theairsbuft from tenements 
below, where there is no proper disposal of 
garbage, where vermin come in from the 
uirshafts, where there is uo attempt at en- 
forcing the regulations of the Bourd of 
Health, how is ii possible for the majority 
of tenants to keep up a clean ami respecta- 
ble way of living? The odds are too 
greut. Rent is so high that the families 
are crowded together iu a way that pre- 
cludes anything like an ordinary standard 
of personal deuency. All the bars are let 
down. What can enter there but a gradual 
deterioratiou ? Added to these natural 
evils of the tenement house, are the evils 
which infest the teneuieut from other 
social causes. 

When a crusade against vice a few years 
ago in New York broke up the houses of 
ill fame, it scattered the women all over 
town into the apartments und the tene- 
ments. The poor of the tenements who 
have had everything to endure in the form 
of badly constructed houses, are not even 
protected from the contaminating influence 
of these women, who accustom their chil- 
dren to sights und sounds tbut dull the 
sensibility and weaken the mural fiber of 
all young people who come in oontaot with 
them. Children are employed to hand out 
cards to the passers by. The parents are 
too hard up to be able to refuse money, no 
mutter bow infamously it may be earned. 
Prostitutes give out their wash to the tene- 
ment house women, send the ohildreu on 
errands, aud in fact are of such economic 
value tiiat the tenement house dwellers 
who ure on the one hand shocked and re- 
pelled, are on the other unwilling to appear 
against them on account of their economic 
utility to them. 

Tue standard of cleanliness in the tene- 
ments is low. And yet there are practical- 
ly no opportunities given for anything like 
u decent standard of uea uess. It will not 
do to put tlie primary blume upon the 
teiiuuts. .‘Society is to blame for not having 
good houses, proper inspection, and decent 
housekeepers. 

The teuuiit needs education, not neglect. 
Added to the other evils of the tenement 
house life is the serious feature of tene- 
ment house munufucture. 

The dark picture of tenement house 
labor Is likely to continue, we can hope 
uuder less unfavorable conditions, us long 
us there are fresh immigrants to go into it. 
Thu day after tbe liulmu lands be is in the 
shop. The coustant fresh supply of lubor 
helps, to depress the already low wuge. 
Ouly about 5 per cent, of tbe garment 
workers are organized. When the short 
rush seusoii (generally ubout three out of 
the twelve months) comes, all conscience in 
regard to hours goes. While there is work, 
tlie workers feel that they must take it, 
uud so they work 20 out of tlie 24 hours. 

The Broadway manufacturer relies on 
tho competing bids of tbe contractors. Tbe 
contractors let out work to the homes. T he 
home shop is supposed to be licensed ou 
grounds of sanitation. Vet Dr. Annie 
Daniels, who for 17 yeurs has practised ex- 
clusively iu the most densely populated 
region of New York, says that most of tlie 
work is done without license, uud thut she 
bus seen women dying of consumption 
sewing, while tlie next door neighbor, a 
thrifty Germuu woman iu u clean room 
cunuot get a license. Often tlie people who 
get tlie license do uot use it but hand It over 
to some friend whose home shop is never 
visited by the inspector. Inspectors can 
rarely find more than oue group of people 
working iu u teneuieut. The inspector's 
presence is made known uud ull sigus of 
work disappear like magic. 

We \mm said thut our uresent immigra- 
tion problem is ueither Irish nor German. 

The Jew, tlie Slav, and the lluliun, these 
ure the three elements that confront 
uow. These elements are so recent that 
we can do little but speculate us to their 
e fleet upon our civilization. The German 
in tbe second generation is au Americuu 
His allegiance is manliest. He lias intro- 
duced into our civilization a sturdy plod- 
ding quality, and has helped develop our 
industrial and agricultural resources. The 
suiiie is true of tbe Scuudiuuviuu element. 
Aud to some extent of the Irish who iu so fur 


At n reoent meeting of the Newton 
Single Tax Club Mr. C. B. Filllbrown off 
ered the following as a short and hard les- 
son for the advanoed class in Political 
Economy, and a nut for Newton to crack. 
THE I, AND VALUE OK NEWTON AN UN- 
TAXED VALUE. 

The man having a salary of 82,000, a year 
would, under a flat tax of two per oent. on 
incomer, pay a tax of 840, out of that income 
whioh would be thus reduoed by 840. Fol- 
lowing the fashion of nn income tax, or nn 
inheritance tax, the man who reoelves a 
ground rent of 8500, should, it would seem, 
under a rate of 810 per M. (even under the 
present deceptive system) pay 8100, as a 
direot tax out of his income of $500. But 
this lie does not do. For the land which 
yields a ground rent of 8500. but is taxed 
for $ 100 , a man does not pay the gross 
value $ 10 , 000 , but that amount less $ 2 , 000 , 
(an amount whioh at 5 percent, will pay 
the tax of 8100), i. e. he pays 88 , 000 , an un- 
taxed investment of capital upon whioh he 
will get his five per cent, income, or what- 
ever per. oent. is figured as the ruling rate. 

Henoe the landowner not only oannot 
shift upon his tenant a tax upon his ground 


rent, but he has no need to do so, and does 
not do so, for the best of reasons that, not 
being taxed at all, he has no tax to shift. 
The part of the ground rent that is taken 
in taxation is paid by the tenant, not as a 
tux but ns ground rent, the natural tax. 
This part of thegrouud rent the investor in 
the land has never bought or paid for. 
What he bought and o wus is the part, or 
remainder of ground rent not taken iu tax- 
ation. 

Thus the selling value will, with the new 
purchaser subsequent to the imposition of 
a higher tax, slip out from under the 
tax like a globule of merourv from under 
the thumb, and we find that the only place 
where the tax yoke will stay put is square 
upon the shoulders of ground rent, what 
the land is worth for use, its gross value. 
Take in taxation a proportion of ground 
rent, and you have a basis tor assessment 
that is stable, in that it is a value not af- 
feoted by taxation. The selling value, (and 
much more is it true of the assessed valu- 
ation), is not the shoulders, but it is the 
back, or the rump, or the small of the back 
that tv ill slip the yoke, as the farmers say, 
as soon as real estate moves. 

By the foregoing facts and reasoning we 
are not led, but driven, to the conclusion 
that the more than 8 * 21 , 000,000 of capital 
invested in Newton land today escapes en- 
tirely the tax whioh is assessed and seems 
to be collected upon capitul invested in 
buildings uud the happy landlord of land 
and buildiugs pays uo laud tax, shifts his 
building’s tux upon his tenant, and him- 
self entirely escapes taxation. Tn is state- 
ment would appear to be corollary, or con- 
sequent, of the accepted economio principle 
thut the selling value of luud is reduoed by 
the capitalized tux that is laid upon it. 

This view appears to be in literal har- 
mony with the agreement of the economists 
that the only direct tax (with the sole im- 
portant exceptions of incomes and inheri- 
tances) the tax which cannot be shifted or 
evaded, is a tax, not upon the assessed val- 
uation of land, nor upon the selling value 
of land, but upon ground rent, or its capi- 
talized value, the gross value of land. Is 
not this fact a justification of the wisdom 
h« i>n Irian rni« "Tax nothing that can

as they are parts of a problem at all rol ate 
themselves to the whole question of muni 
clpal politics and affairs. 

The Irishman in so far as he rises, rises 
into the contractor, the lawyer,- the Irish 
girl from the servant class to the shop girl, 
the typewriter, the grammar sohool tencher. 

'l lie washwoman's daughter is ashamed of 
her mother’s profession. The soruhwom- 
an educates her daughter to teach school. 

We must then ask ourselves in regard to 
the Jewish, Slavlo. and Italian populations, 
not only what are their occupation but 
what are their ambitions. Not only what 
they are but what they propose to have 
their children be. This great tide of Immi- 
gration is so reoent that we can only proph- 
ecy. And yet we have tho elements for 
more than a guess. The immigrant’s child 
is already vastly different from his parents, 
lie shows what he will be. The Slavlo Im- 
migrants do not oenter in large cities, but 
about the mines or elsewhere and hence 
need not be considered here. 

When we come to inquire about the Jew- 
ish immigrant nnd the Italian we find a 
whole world of difference. 

The Italians who come here are for the 
most part day laborers. They come large- 
ly from the most undesirable parts of Italy 
considered from the point o! view of Intel- 
ligence and character. Our Italians imml 
grants are largely Neapolitans, Sicilians, 
Calabrians. They are very ignorant nnd 
not very ambitious. They are hot tem- 
pered, good uatured, have social charm, 
like to talk in cafes and on the street; are 
singularly ready to part with their children, 
have practioally no civic conscience. 
Their woman are docile and obedient, un- 
ambitious with few desires. They seem to 
have a kind of content in being. They are 
graceful and unconscious of their beauty. 
They are all good hearted and Ingenuous. 

I wus talking with perhaps the ublest of 
all our grammar school principals the other 
day. She said "I get no help from the Ital- 
ian children’s parents. They don’t care 
whether they go to school or not. But 
with all this there is a great difference be- 
tween the Italian immigrant and his child. 
Ills ohlld’s playfellows (especially If Irish, 
for the Irish think no race amounts to any 
thing except the Irish) call him Dago and 
Guinea. He resents it, not from pride, but 
with shame. He wishes he wero not a Da- 
». He is bound he’ll be uu American, 
is native fondness for color and expres- 
sion have to give way to tho rigid mo 
notony of the publio school system. He 
has to fall into the system, for our intelli- 
gent sohool plan never seems to pay any at- 
tention to native gifts. The Italian child 
is quiok eveu when not deep. He is sensi- 
tive and feels himself despised. This pro- 
duces two effects. The brutalizing and lev- 
elling system of a general system of educa- 
tion makes him careful to conform to the 
average standard. It also makes him 
ashamed of his parents and wipes out the 
possibility of developing bis native gifts. 
Thus he becomes at once assimilated aud 
lowered. We assimilate but we do it at 
a heavy cost. The doctrine of Waste re- 
ceives here a very marked example. 

The ltaliau immigrant’s child is nervous 
about his parents' customs. He wants his 
mother if she must dance to waltz, not to 
dance the beautiful tarantalla. He prefers 
his mother to wear the most hideous hat 
rather than tho most picturesque shawl. 
Prosperity, getting on, is just as much a 
fetish for the immigrant as it was to An- 
drew Carnecie. 1 know a young Italian 
girl who married according to her parents’ 
wishes at 16. She lived near the ferry in a 
little dingy tenement. Her tinance lived 
on 3d avenue three blocks away and be- 
longed to quite a prosperous bootblack’s 
family. Angelina married. And now her 
husband won’t let her go to see her mother 
or even speak to her. The poor little girl 
afraid of her husband and admiring his po- 
sition of superior commercial importance 
dares not disobey. 

In the 2 d generation Italian 1 see no mor- 
al improvement, ou the other hand what- 
ever ohange is noted is an economic oue. 
The second generation is in fact handi- 
capped in New York by the tenement 
house conditions of whioh I have already 
spoken. The old pretty customs disappear 
or are modified. Still ■ there ure festival 

f irooessions in Little Italy on Saints’ Days 
or the emigrant. Ills child will have lit 
tie to do with it. 

A disintegrating and demoralizing ele- 
ment for the Italians in this country is the 
inadequate arrangement made by the Ho- 
man Catholic ohuroh for their church life. 
The Itulians are but indifferent eburoh go- 
ers at best— and they by no means enjoy 
huving Irish priests over them. 

The Union settlement reaches others, 
but at present the most interesting work 
among the Italians in New York iu a set- 
tlement way is that carried on at St. Hose’s, 
a Catholic settlement whose headworker, 
Miss Gurney, is a recent couvert to the 
Faith. Site works with the Dominicans 
and is doing much to create uu interest 
among the Ituliun young people of her 
neighborhood for things worth while. 

The Italians are painstaking and indus- 
trious. They have the instinct for work- 
manship developed to a high degree. They 
make good day laborers because they work 
so continuously and so thoroughly. They 
make good artisans where they have a 
chance. They are splendid agriculturists. 
They are naturally interested iu form aud 
color. 

To be sure iu our great oities we have as 
yet appreciated to only a slight extent whut 
the talents of the Italians are. We shall 
have to realize that we huve a problem to 
solve before we can solve It. 

Let us now turn to the Jewish immigrant 
coming from Iiusslu, Poland, Houmania, 
Galicia and parts ot Austria. Here we 
have a variety of types and characteristics 
corresponding broadly to the countries 
from which they come, but ull with the 
same stump, the stamp of the dramatic his- 
tory of their race. The Jew is never middle 
class, Philistine. He may be extraor- 
dinarily bnlliuut aud attractive, or he 
may be repulsive aud degruded. There 
never seems to be u via media. The causes 
of tli ia quality of distinction ure not hard 
to find. A history of separation from the 
world combined with tho greatest cosmo- 
politanism lias produced traits of great 
elasticity uud of great power, elasticity to 
meet the wind from any quurter, power 
through a native intensity increased u 
thousandfold by the narrow channels, into 
which this intensity lias been poured 
Commerce and leuruiug ure the two paths 
whioh the Jew bus trod for centuries. 
Nurrowedto these opportunities, with his 
splendid native ability lie has made the 
most of them. The learning of the middle 
ages owes its greatest debt to him. Spain’s 
period of greutest culture was the Moorish- 
Jewish period. The greatest names in 
every department of learning ure associated 
with this raoe. This is no brilliant inter- 
mittent happening. It is the result of the 
centuries of culture which never ceased 
eveu among tho most economically depen- 
dent. Eveu in those corners of Europe 
where the Jew lias hud for the most part 
purt so little opportunity to rise, 
there too exists a curious oulture, 
most profound respect for learning. This 
leuruiug consists chiefly it is true in the 
law ; the Tulmud ; exposition and exegisis. 
It is the argument about the law thut is 
even more attractive ttiun the law itself. 
Even the poorest of the devout Jews kuow 
Hebrew uud thut is u difficult tongue to 
muster. The children ure put at it early 
aud thus have a sense of mental discipline 
from the curliest years. 

From their poor wretched towns these 
people have flocked to our shores driven by 
religious persecution. With tiie patience 
born of centuries of wandering, the Jew 
leuves his home for America. He hurries 
to his eon pniious. The sweat shop awaits 
him. He Joins the army of tenement house 
workers; but his soul is uot with ills work. 
He bus uot the instinct for workiiiuuship 
in the manual seuse iu which tiie artistic 
Italians huve it. He uses his work as u 
tool. He w orks for 20 out of 24 hours 
without a murmur, out i>»ver forgetting to 
say bis prayers, to light bis Sbabbas 


candles, and to abide by the law. He has 
one ambition that his child shall get a good 
education He will slave for hltn that he 
shall get It. He will help the publlOROhnol 
teacher in every way. Ills child shall not 
miss a day. The fact of education enters 
In as a part of tho standard of life for the 
lower East Side Jew. He will save pennies 
that his gifted little girl may take violin 
lessons. The average length of time that 
the Jewish immigrant remains In tiie 
sweatshop is not more than three years. 
He intends to get out', fie does got out Into 
something better. Perhaps he runs a 
Kosher restaurant. The rise is astonish 
ingly rapid. I know of one Instance where 
the son is now in an architect’s office and the 
other son Is about to be married. Tiie good 
mother runs a restaurant. She has never 
learned to speak English, hence will not 
let tier son bring bis wife home to live w ith 
her, because she thinks It wouldn't be suit- 
able. 

The pious Jew meets the great shook of 
an unorthodox community. He comes from 
little villages where all alike revere the law. 
Hut here he finds Sabbath breakers, fel- 
low ounntrymen who cat treph food with 
absolute unconcern, people who laugh at 
the holy days of religion The break up of 
the old religion is very rapid The second 
generation Is practically without religion. 
The disintegrating nnd demoralizing effects 
of this breakdown of orthodoxy are but too 
apparent. Sometimes tiie ohildren are 
considerate nnd kindly hypocritical. But 
often the break is open and tragical. 
Thousands and thousands or young people 
are growing up without positive religion or 
even definite moral instruction. Added to 
this difficulty the whole tenement house 
life of e* 9 lt?nttSri of lack of privacy, of 
I noise and of a deterioiating morality, like 
an avalanche, threatens the moral exis- 
tence of its victims. There Is a sense In 
which the Jewish immigrant’s child is be- 
coming assimilated. He is master of Eng- 
lish. lie is first in his class In the schools. 
He is eager for a higher education and 
generally ha 9 the energy and character to 
get what lie wants. Or if he is not ambi- 
tious Intellectually he will be commercially 
and he will attain success in whatever line 
he chooses. He learns American customs. 
He becomes very patriotic. He develops 
civic virtue at really quite an'appaling rate. 
Often shifty, he exercises a power of choice 
and is no easy prey to the Tammany chief- 
tans. 

And yet with all this, there is a oertain 
dignity that gtaced the old patriarch oblivi- 
ous of wordly success If only ho might obey 
nnd understand the law, that no assimil- 
ation is going to supply to the patriarch’s 
child died. Somehow or other that vast 
spiritual foroe ought not to go to waste. 
How shall it be developed? We face uot 
only a problem but a duty. 

One thing is clear in this question of the 
immigrant’s child. There are oertain forces 
in our large cities that make for .healthy 
assimilation. There are also certain 
forces that are making for deterioration. 
Every fresh lot of immigrants that arrives 
brings a certain strength, simplicity and 
conscience with it that is lost only too soon. 
We do not guard the newly arrived immi- 
grant. We still present a laissez faire 
system in regard to him. Nor are we, ex- 
cept to a slight degree, acting consistently 
in our attempts to assimilate our foreign 
populations. Whatever evils the immi- 
grants bring upon us are largely due not to 
them but to us. We allow bis housing con- 
ditions to be the worst in the world. We 
muke uo allowance for especial tastes and 
talents but put all through the same rou- 
tine. We do indeed turn out a produot as- 
similated and Americanized to a degree but 
at what a fearful cost. We allow the finer 
gifts of these immigrants to go to waste. 
We do not seel: to couserve and develop, 
we seek only to obtain a dead level and for 
the most part we oati congratulate our- 
selves ou our success. 

Let us review brielly the traits and ten- 
dencies of the Irish, the Jew, and the 
Italian and see if we cannot discover cer- 
tain practical methods by which we shall 
avoid waste. 

The Irish love life. They are Content 
Xf 1 h existence. They see the paradox that 
if it Is life \ve are after, and we huve it, 
why should we be after ItV Somehow or 
other then it is plain that a rational system 
of education, would emphasize among the 
Irish tiie ideas of ambition, work and stim- 
ulus, aud that to a pleasure loving people 
substitutes from the grosser pleasures of 
the suloon must be sought. For tiie girls 
emphasis must be laid on thrifty and at- 
tractive housekeeping, and this can be 
made interesting through the native percep- 
tion of the chic. 

The Jew will rise without assistance 
He will make his way by sheer ability and 
energy. Whut he needs in our crowded 
lower eust side is the renewal of his moral 
sense. A spiritual revival in its deepest 
sense is tiie most crying need in that quar- 
ter and that will be aided by manuul train- 
ing, the applied urts and the enlarged con- 
ceptions that come through contact with 
nature. 

The Italian especially needs a wider 
sphere for the development of his instinct 
for workmanship. While many will con- 
tinue to work well and efficiently as day 
laborers, many others oould serve tiie 
country ably as members of the urtistio 
trades. There is one Italian plasterer’s 
union already in existence in New York. 
The Italian child especially should have 
the opportunity for developing his native 
tastes. 1 onoe heard Dr. Felix Adler bril- 
liantly say ”Our public schools sioulii be 
talent saving stations.” If the Irish child 
had to udmlre the artistic work of Italian 
fellow classmates, lie would ulreudy be on 
the road away from ruce antipathy. Wiiere 
we admire we cannot despise. But if tiie 
public school system is so arruuged thut 
the Italian child can never show to any 
special advantage, he will certainly seem 
the inferior of the Irish child. 

These are some of the simple practical 
suggestions thut must huve occurred to ull 
of us. 

The tenement house problem must be 
solved. We must discover some nieuus of 
relieving the congestion under which nor- 
mal life is impossible. We must encourage 
labor organizations which tend to strength- 
en tiie industrial independence of tiie 
workingman. And we must work for a 
progressive city party with a definite prn- 
grutu of municipal reform, not a party 
which lays claim to goodness as its special 
monopoly. Such a paity repels tho poor, 
attructs the weuk and is doomed to a de- 
served futility. But u party that comes 
out with what it wants. If these 
wants ure general enough STuimiiuny 
Hall itself will not oppose them, uud a 
bigger hole will he made in the camp of 
tiie enemy than professional goodness will 
ever muke. 

The immigrant’s child needn’t worry us. 
But there is indeed a souse iu which we 
ought to worry him. The immigrant is for 
tiie most part no detriment to our vast ex- 
pansive elastic absorbing country. 

That lie does not deteriorate is up to us. 

When wo begin to put our American en- 
terprise into the udventuresof tiie social as 
well us into tiie excitements of commercial 
life, wc etia.ll find a magnificent field open 
to us. More fasoluatiug than the search 
fur the North 1’ole Is tiie determination to 
realize detuocrucy. Tiie Sociul .Settlements 
ure among tiie little outposts of tiie oncom- 
ing army. What an easy victory c an be 
won when every soldier knows how to 
tight, aud what he is fighting tor.
